Try this vourself, today, to- 
morrow or the next day. The 
streets are unusually crowded. 
Christmas is coming and all of us 
are shopping for gifts, planning 
and preparing for the holiday. It 
should be a happy time and every 
face should be wreathed in smiles. 
Yet you will find few smiling 
faces, few people who, even at this 
happiest time of all the year, seem 
happy. 

There is a reason for this and it is a simple one. 

Happy looks are absent because too many people 
fill their minds with apprehensive thoughts rather 
than thoughts of anticipation. Many of us habitually 
regard the future, the unknown davs to come, with 
fear and trembling. We are haunted by the sinister 
shadows of vague and terrible things which may 
happen to us. Even if these things never happen, 
even if we find rare good fortune. we cannot be 
happy because ahead of us lurk all the dark un- 
realized fears which the frightened mind can con- 
jure up. 

Why should any of us live so miserably, so weighted 
down with terror of things which may never comeste pass? 
It is very easy to get the mental attitude of @ ting 
great things to happen. And out of this happy antici- 
pation great and good things do happen. 

“Whatso- 
ever things are true, whatsoever things are honest, what- 
soever things are just, whatsoever things are lovely, think 
on these things.” 

Following this advice and cultivating the habit of op- 
timistic thinking, we can rid ourselves of the terrors of 
the unknown and guide ourselves to a future which can 
give us the happy and pleasant things we want.

You'll get sur- 
prises, lots of them. And, equally certain, if vou get up 
looking for trouble, you won't have much difficulty find- 
ing it. 

Practice anticipation—and vou'll get rid of apprehen- 
sion. It mav not be easv at first to change vour bad 
thought habits but keep at it. Anticipate the good vou’ll 
find in each dav instead of fearing the evil which may 
come to vou and vou'll have the time of vour life everv 
day of vour life. 

I have noticed that people who reallv practice their 
religion live with anticipation and without fear.

ROME — (AP) —The mass 
civil rights trial of ten men 
with its tales of seven flogged 
Negroes and night riding Ku 
Klux Klansmen has ended in 
a mistrial vesterday. 

The decision was made yes- 
terdav by U. S. Dist. Judge 
Frank A. Hooper after Jury 
Foreman Herman D. Casey, 
Jr., Rome auto salesman, an- 


nounced.a hopeless deadlock. 

Casey said that since the first 
ballot the jury had been divided 
seven for conviction, five for ac- 
quittal. 

The jury returned to the court- 
room precisely 48 hours after the 
case was received at 2:45 p. m. 
Thursday. . 

Defense Atty. Frank M. Gleason, 
of Rossville, said, “I think it is a 
signal victory for the defense.” 

As for the defendants, they re- 
ceived the decision with little ex- 
pression, fully aware thev still are 
subject to further prosecution. 

United States Dist. Atty. J. Ellis 
Mundy could not be reached for 
comment. 

Each of the 10 defendants was 
accused in a twocount indictment 
of plotting to deprive seven Ne- 
groes of their constitutional rights 
by arresting them “without cause” 
April 2 and then surrendering 
them to a Ku Klux Klan mob for 
whipping. 

Originally there were 12 de 
fendants, each charged with con- 
spiring to violate the constitutional 
rights of the Negroes and punish 
them without due process of the 
law. 

Two of the 10, however, were 
acquitted on directed verdicts 
Dec. 2. 

Judge Hooper dismissed the 
cases against John Wilkins, Tren- 
ton City Recordér, and L. S&S. 
Spears, also of Trenton, on grounds 
of “insufficient evidence.” 

The remaining 10 were Dade 
County Sheriff John W. Lynch, 
Deputies William Hartline, N. 
Stokes McCauley and John Bleck- 
ley, and six private citizens, Rob- 
ert L. Keener, Terrell T. Wheeler, 
‘Truman Purcéll, Woodrow Daniel, 
Sam Peters and Fairres M. Dur- 
ham.

Ruhr Plan 
Seen Model 
or Europe 


Germany Hopes 
To Extend Idea 
Throughout West 


By JAMES DEVLIN 

FRANKFURT, Germany—(?)— 
A possible model for an integrated 
Western European industrial sys- 
tem is taking shape in Germany’s| 
industrial Ruhr. | 

It is the International Ruhr Au- 
thority which has¢added Western 
Germany to its membership. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
in negotiating Germany’s place on 
the Control Board, expressed hope 
the idea would be extended to all 
of Western .Europe’s heavy in- 
dustry. 

The Authority is charged ot 
only with assuring that Ruhr coal | 
and steel resources be used for'| 
peaceful instead of aggressive pur-| 
poses. The draft setting up the| 
Authority called upon it also to: | 

1. Assure an equitable dis- 
tribution of Ruhr resources to 
“countries co-operating in the 
common economic good.” 

2. Co-operate in any program 
or decision taken by the Organ- 
ization for European Economic 
Co-operation (OEEC). 

How well the board succeeds 
with the Ruhr, Europe’s greatest 
industrial area, may determine 
whether extension of this type of | 
control over a broader area is de- 
sirable. 

By joining the Authority, Ger-| 
many gets a voice in Ruhr control | 
for the first time since the end of | 
the war. 

But its action at the same time! 
recognized the authority of foreign | 
powers in the Ruhr, | 

German Socialists rapped the! 
conservative Adenauer as giving. 
away too much. Socialist leader | 
Kurt Schumacher’s criticism in the | 
Bonn Parliament—he called Ade- 
nauer “Chancellor of the Allies’”— 
resulted in the opposition leader’s 
expulsion from Parliament for the 
next 20 days’ sessions. 

Germany formerly’ controlled | 
the vast Ruhr resources exclusive- 
ly. She had the sole say to what 
was manufactured and what was. 
exported. | 

Now the Authority as a whole | 
decides those questions. It works | 
hand in hand with the Allied 
Military Security Board to make 
sure the great mills are not used 
to make prohibited articles. | 
‘It determines that steel produc: | 

tion does not exceed the restricted 
level of 11,100,000 tons annually. 

It allocates exports. 

Germany will have three of the 
15 votes in deciding these ques-' 
tions. The United States, Britain, 
and France also have three votes 
each. Belgium, The Netherlands| 
and Luxembourg have one vote 
each. | 

The Authority was established | 
by the six-power London Confer- 
ence of 1948. The American, Brit- 
ish and French occupation powers 
meanwhile have cast the German 
votes. 

West Germany will take its own 
place on the board as part of an 
agreement bhetween the Allied 
High Commission and the West 
German Government. 

The Ruhr has been the center 
of a political tug of war since the 
end of hostilities. 

The Russians wanted a share in 
its control. They have campaigned 
energetically in postwar foreign 
ministers’ conferences for a part- 
nership in directing the one-time 
arsenal. 

But original expectations that 
Germany would be treated as an 
“economic unit” under the Ameri- 
can, British, French and Russian 
occupation powers faded rapidly. | 

The Western Allies charged that 
the Soviets had obstructed this 
possibility by Iron Curtain tactics 
in the Soviet Zone. 

When the London Conference 
drew its plans for the Authority, 
the name of Russia was omitted.

Concerning his new appoint 
ment, Bell said, “I’m sure I’m 
going to enjoy it, but it’s going to 
be so different to anything I’ve 
ever had. I don’t know a thing 
about it.” 

His only previous connection

‘season because they are afraid 
of more commandeering by the 
Red military. Taxes are high and 
getting higher. 

There are reports already of 
food shortages in some districts. 
But the controlled press and the 
limitations on travel make it im- 
possible to get the facts. There 
still is enough food in the cities. 

The Communist New China 
News Agency, in a dispatch from 
Peiping on Dec. 4, admitted the 
Reds were in serious economic and 
financial difficulties. The dispatch 
obviously came from high quar- 
ters, 

The dispatch concluded with the 
statement of Red Leader Mao Tze- 
Tung: “Our situation can be gen- 
eralized as follows: there are dif- 

culties but there are ways and 
means and there is hope.” 

In contrast to the free-wheeling 
propaganda of ‘the Communist 
press, which blithely insists that 
all is well, Mao's statement is a 
Startiing warning. 

I have been in Red China since 
Shanghai fell to Red Gen. Chen 
Yi's tough troops in the last days 
of May. It seems to me the Reds 
are attempting to hold power in 
spite of economic reverses in two 


| Ways: 


1. By intensive nationwide in- 
aoctrination, trying to convince a 
skeptical population that the pres- 
ent troubles merely are growing 
yains due to greatness. 

2. By direct military 
danger points. 

There is no immediate danger of 
a major uprising against the Reds 
because the Communist Party has 
or is permeating every phase of 
Chinese life to organize and to 
watch. 

The danger to the Red regime 
lies rather in the steady pressures 
of an unhappy people, the resist- 
ance of overburdened peasants 
who are short of food, the opposi- 
tion of labor which is tired of 
promises and pay envelopes which 
already won’t stretch far enough. 

It looks to me as though the 
Reds must hold on by force until 
their program has a chance to 
work, if indeed it ever can be 
made to work in a nation so poor 
and overcrowded it leaves little 
margin for experimentation. 

Summer floods cut crops. The 
armies and the cities drained food 
from the countryside at a perilous 
rate once foreign ships stopped 
calling and that bountiful food 
source—America’s economic co-op- 
eration administration -- disap- 
peared. 

The laws of economics began to 
catch up with the Reds early in 
the Autumn. Like the Nationalists 
they simply spent more money 
than taxes could raise. 

So they have had to start print- 
ing money. 

When the Communists entered 
Shanghai last May their dollar was 
quoted at 300 to $1 (. S.). When 
I left Shanghai on Dec. 9, one 
American dollar brought 16,000 
Communist dollars, and up to 20,- 
000 on the risky black market. 

The Reds managed to control 
the rice price during most of the 
Autumn by dumping rice in the 
cities every time the price jumped.

But they do not like the Red 
program of stifling commerce, 
alienating the Western nations.

Would they rather have the old 
Kuomintang government back?)

There will be parking space 
for 1,500 automobiles under all 
three elements. 

The secretariat building is 544 
feet high, 287 feet long and only 
72 feet wide. The broad east and 
west facades are surfaced with 
black glass blocks and have alumi- 
num window frames, producing a 
grid pattern., The windowless 
north and south ends are faced 
with _Vermont marble. Special 
glass designed to absorb the heat 
and reduce solar radiation is used 
in all the 1,500 windows, so that 
sun light will have little effect on 
the temperature of the 889.000’ 
square feet (20 acres) of office 
space. This building will accom- 
modate the present UN staff of 
more than 3,000 and will have 
room left for an ultimate expan- 
sion to 4,000.

Harvests Two Crops 


SINTON, Texas — (UP) — Ollie 
Barrier, cotton farmer says “it’s 
simple,” when people ask him how 
he operates a double-duty combine 


which serves as a two-crop ma- 
chine. 

Barrier invented the dual-pur- 
‘pose, four-row vehicle to harvest 


grain in the Spring and strip cot- 
ton in the Fall. 

When he wants to harvest cotton 
he adds stripper teeth and a picker 
roller to the front of the machine. 
Barrier estimates the combine 
stripper can cover an acre of cot- 
ton and remove 90 percent of the 
bolis from the stalks in 20 min- 
utes. 

Without the attachments, the 
combine serves as an ordinary 
wheat harvester.

Named Champ 
By Ohio Club

COLUMBUS, Ohio — The Geor- 
gia 2-year-old, 305 Day Milk Cham-. 
pionship in her class for Jersey 
cows has been won by Diamond’! 
Showdrop Flirt, a registered Jer- 
sey cow owned by J. H. Hutcheson 
of Green Fields, Rossville, Ga. 
Announcement of the new cham- 
pion was made by The American 
Jersey Cattle Club yesterday from '| 
jis national headquarters here. 

Diamond Snowdrip Flirt pro- 
duced 11,798 pounds of milk and 
554 pounds-of butterfat in 305 
days on twice daily milking. The 
new champion’s production is 
more than two and one-half times 
that of the average dairy cow in 
the United States. 

Hutcheson’s champion also has 
earned the Club’s Silver Medal 
award. All tests on this Jersey’s 
production have been checked by 
the- University of Georgia and The 
American Jersey Cattle Club. 

The Hutcheson cow earned the 
high rating of Good Plus when 
classified for breed type. This is 
a score of 80 to 85 points on the 
breed’s score card, which gives 
100 points to a perfect animal. 

The production testing and type 
classification work carried on by 
Hutcheson is part of the program 
sponsored by The American Jer- 
sey Cattle Club for the continuous 
impr ovement of the Jer sey breed. 


Warning Issued 


OnBurningWoods 
To Kill Weevils

ATHENS—Many farmers in the 
southern part of the State have 
already burned their woods and 
many others are planning to do 
so in the next few weeks. Some 
of this burning is being done to 
kill boll weevils that may have 
hibernatedd in the leaves and 
woods trash. 

According to FE. C. Westbrook, 
Agricultural Extension Service 
eotton specialist, farmers had a 
tough fight with weevils this year, 
and if the number they will have 
to fight next year could be ma- 
terially reduced by burning woods 
trash, controlled burning might be 
justified. However, Westbrook 
says, indiscriminate burning will 
do much more damage to young 
trees than it will help in the de- 
struction of weevils. 

At the Pee Dee Exper'ment Sta- 
tion in South Carolina, a study 
was made recently of the number 
of live weevils that hibernated in 
woods trash at the dge of the 
woods and 50 feet, 100 feet and 
150 feet in the woods. Trash was 
examined on six farms. 

The study showed an average 
of 851 live weevils per acre at the 
edge of the woods; 493 per acre 50 
feet in frem the edge and 493 per 
acre 100 feet in from the edge. 
At 150 feet from the edge, an 
average of only 179 weevils per 
acre was found on two farms and 
none at that distance on the other 
four. 

As the South Carolina test indi- 
c- tes, weevils hibernate in woods 
near the edge and close to cotton 
fields, Westbrook continues. Farm- 
ers who plan to burn their woods 
around the edges to reduce boll 
weevils should obtain the help of 
a Forest Ranger. Burning should 
be carefully planned and carried 
out when weather conditions are 
favorable, or the fire might get 
out of control and burn large areas 
of valuable trees. Very little is 
gained in destroying weevils by 
burning farther in that 150 feet, 
Westbrook says.

WASHINGTON — () — The 
Army says that if the Allies could 
write a Japanese peace treaty soon 
it would save some $600,000,000 a 
year for the American taxpayer. 


This past June Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and Britain’s Prime 
Minister Atlee decided to make an- 
other attempt at getting such a 
treaty. Shortly Anglo-American 
experts will go to work on it. 

Several times the chief occupa- 
tion officer in Japan, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, has said that Japan is 
ready for a treaty. 


But events in China have com-. 
plicated the job. One Far Eastern’ 


expert, who spent many years in 
the State Department, but prefers 
not to be quoted, points out: 


“There can be no stable peace 
in the Far East until there is or- 
der again in China. 
which Chinese government will 
sit in on the treaty conferences? 


The Allies recognize the Nation- | 
alists. But the Communists ap- | 


pear to be on the road to con- 

trolling their country.” 

The Soviets are at odds with the 
manner in which the other Allies 
think a Far Eastern conference 
should be held.

An alarming shortage of well 
trained general practitioners or, 
“family doctors”—particularly in 
sparsely populated areas of Geor- 
gia—prompted the program here. 

The internships sponsored by 
the Crawford Long section of the. 
Academy are the first of their kind’ 
in Georgia. 

Dr. John R. Walker, chief of the: 
section, explained: | 

“We have set up a training pro-| 
gram for interns whereby we can 
give them better training for gen- 
eral practice than they could get 
otherwise. After interning under 
the plan, they can go out in small- 
er towns and do better work.” 

Certain minimum requirements 
and standards must be met by ap- 
plicants for the internships. | 

“We want to turn out better men! 
to staff small hospitals,” Dr. Walk-| 
er said. “More and more small) 
towns have hospitals as a result of | 
the Hill-Burton Act. We are train- 
ing these doctors not only to do 
a number of things but to know 
when to refer patients to spe- 
cialists.” 

As general practitioners, the in- 
terns are taught to do everything 
from obstetrics to tonsillectomies, 
from simple arm fractures to ap- 
pendectomies. 

The internships are rotating, 
with three months devoted to sur-. 
gery, three months to medicine, 
three months to obstetrics and 
gynecology and three months to 
specialties. Under surgery, the 
doctors study orthopedic surgery, 
general surgery and urologic sur- 
gery. Under medicine, they are 
trained in diagnosis, pediatrics and 
neurology. In the specialist field, 
they learn about anesthesia and 
emergencies. 

They have not only conference 
instruction but they actually do 
under supervision each thing that 
will be required of them in gen- 
eral practice.

Knee Jerk

Two Georgia scientists have 
come up with an answer to a 
question never before adequately 
surveyed: : 

How fast does your foot jerk 
forward when the doctor strikes 
your knee? 3 

After a year’s research, Dr. G. C. 


Time Depends on Height 


Knowlton, Assistant Professor of 


Physical Medicine at Emory Uni- 
versity, and Dr. Louis P. Britt, of 


the physical medicine staff at the 
Warm Springs Foundation, report: 

Your knee jerk reflex time is 
directly proportional to your 
height if you are between six and 
20 years old. 

After the age of 20, the reflex 
time is longer.in proportion to 
height. 

Drs. Knowlton and. Britt, who 
laughingly admit their studies of 
knees might qualify them for 
screening chorus girls, have tested 
the knee jerk reflex time at va- 
rious ages—and heights. 

“The more we know about fre- 
flex time,” they explained, “the 
more we will know about the 
spinal cord. We believe we are 
laying the foundation for further 
study of the nervous system.”’ 

Dr. Knowlton said they had 
found the taller you get, the longer 
your reflex time—‘“other things 
being equal.” 

- He quickly refuted a once pop- 
ular “crack-pot” theory that knee 
jerk was related to intelligence. 

“Knee jerk time,” he declared, 
“has nothing to do with intel- 
ligence. Doctors sometimes use the 
knee jerk to test intactness of the 
nervous system. But there are a 
few people from whom you can’t 
evoke a knee jerk at all—and 
they may have perfectly normal 
mentality.”’ 

When a doctor taps the patella 
or knee tendon, the nerve impulse 
travels up the sensory nerve to the 
spinal cord and is relayed back 
down the motor nerve to the mus- 
cle. The impulse provokes the 
muscle to contract which causes 
the foot to kick. 

Dr. Knowlton said the reflex arc 
is complete in the average baby 
under a year old in eight or nine 
thousandths of a second:

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Most Georgians wouldn't have 
to pay 3 percent of their income 
in a sales-income tax program, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
said yesterday, even should the 
Legislature adopt his tax re- 
Vision plan which calls for a 3 
percent sales tax without ex- 
emptions plus a higher State in- 
come tax. 

The experience of sales tax 
States shows that the highest 
percent any person pays of his 
salary on a 3 percent tax ba- 
sis is 1.8 percent. That is the 
lowest income group — those 


earning less than $1,000 a year. 
The highest income group— 
those earning $100,000—would 
pay only 0.4 percent. 

Because this burden falls on 
the lower income group, Thrash- 
er opposes a sales tax unless it 
is co-ordinated with an income 
tax hike which would hit .the 
higher brackets harder. His in- 
come tax changes would ex- 
empt persons earning less than 
$1,000, and get those earning 
$100,000 for 4.2 percent. 

The combination sales-income 
tax plan wouldn’t take a total of 
3 percent from the’salary until ° 
the salary exceeded $15,000 a 
year. Persons earning $2,000 or 
$3,000 would pay a total of 2 
percent, and those earning $5.,- 
000 would pay 2.2 percent. 

Thrasher’s elaborate tax plan 
would change the system of au- 
tomobile registration and fees. 
Many attempts have been made 
to force car owners to pay the 
property tax on their vehicles. 
Thrasher would abolish all State 
property taxes, then he would

make the price of the auto tag 
$4 for all vehicles. 

The new tax plan which ad- 
vocates local control entirely of 
the retail liquor business also 
calls for absolute local control 
of the retail beer business. Cit- 
jes and counties would be 
charged with the responsibility 
of controlling and policing the 
retail stores, while the State 
the cost of which was doubled 
by the 1949 Legislature, would 
be abolished by Thrasher. He 
said the sales tax would apply 
on the purchase of hunting and 
fishing equipment, thereby giv- 
ing the State new revenue from 
this field. 

The plan calls for abolition 
of 1949 “nuisance” taxes, chief- 
ly business and professional lLi- 
censes. 

Only two taxes are left un- 
changed in the plan. They are 
the insurance companies tax 
and the estate tax.

Some look promising in their first trials on 
small numbers of ulcer patients. It cannot yet 
be said just what each might do to help any 
sizable number of the 5,000,000 Americans who 
suffer from ulcers each year. 

This is the picture to date: 

Just what causes ulcers of the stomach or duo- 
denum, the first part of the intestine, is not 
known. Excess stomach acids are at least partly 
responsible. Rapid stomach movements also may 
contribute. Nerves and anxiety or tenseness ap- 
parently stimulates production of stomach acids. 
Cutting the vagus nerve, leading to the stomach, 
often leads to healing of ulcers. 

A synthetic drug, banthine, that blocks the 
vagus nerve is being studied at Duke Univer- 
sity by Dr Keith S. Grimson and associates. 
X-rays show that the bad peptic ulcers of 20 
patients all apparently healed. Pain stopped a 
few minutes after the tablets were swallowed. 
The stomach movements slowed down. In most 
patients the amount of stomach acid dropped, in 
a few, the acid rose, but these ulcers also got 


show promising results against ulcers, Dr. Gar- 
nett Cheney, of Stanford University Medical 
School reports. The treatment still is experi- 
mental, and a doctor should direct it, he told the 
American Dietetic Association. 

This approach is based on the idea that one 
condition for ulcers is lack of normal resistance 
against acids by the mucosa or lining of the 
stomach and duodenum. This lack may be due 
at least partly to lack of something in the per- 
son’s food. This anti-peptic ulcer factor in food 
has been called Vitamin U. 

Animal tests pointed to fresh cabbages and 
lettuce as effective in curjng ulcers in guinea 
pigs, and even protecting the animals from 
ulcers, Fresh cabbage juice appears to be rich 
in the antiulcer factor. 

Of 55 persons who drank a quart of juice 
daily, all but three had relief from pain and other 
distress in two to five days, Dr. Cheney said. 
“The three who didn’t get relief had chronic 
ulcers.” 

X-ray pictures showed that the ulcers healed 
in about 11 days on the average, the physician 
said. The healing time in persons not getting the 


form ulcers again later. 
raw vegetables is being tested to determine 
whether it might prevent recurrences. 

It isn’t easy to prepare the juice, and not easy 
for some people to drink it. Other green vege- 
tables, milk, butter, and egg yolk also appear to 
contain the mysterious antiulcer factor. 

A hormone, anthelone, heals ulcers in animals 
and now is being tried on humans by Dr. David 
J. Sandweiss and associates of Harper Hospital, 
Detroit. It is a female hormone produced during 
pregnancy. The reason for trving it is that women 
who become pregnant get relief from their ulcers 
during pregnancy. 

Antiacids have long been used in treating 
ulcers. There are new synthetic resins designed 
to remove excess stomach acids, other drugs to 
protect the stomach lining, and others to kill pain.

That's when doctors get 
most of their calls from ulcer victims. Head 
colds or attacks of sinus trouble also seem to 
fire up ulcers that had been inactive. Most doc- 
tors also believe that excessive smoking of cigar- 
ettes can light up a quiescent ulcer. 

About five percent of the population suffers 
from ulcers each year, and another five percent 
have had them, Dr. Crohn says. People who live 
tense, emotional or intellectual lives are most 
likely to be ‘affected. 

Anxiety, worry and emotional upsets trigger 
off or accompany many or even most of the 
flareups of old ulcers. A severe nervous shock 
sometimes brings back the symptoms in a day 
or so. Nervous excitement over a thrilling foot- 
ball game, or worry over -the international 
situation, can be bad for the ulcer patient. 

The main problem is to keep the ulcer from 
coming back, Dr. Crohn writes. It’s easy to give 
advice to control your emotions and try to live 
complacently, but it’s tough advice to follow.

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Cotton Farmers Vote To Control 


Cotton will be grown under strict con- 
trols next year. The growers themselves, 
by their own votes, so decreed it. 


These will be the first quota controls 
since 1941. Voted for 1942, they were 
called off because of the war. Growers 
of peanuts and burley and flue-cured to- 
bacco already have voted to impose con- 
trols. 


In Georgia the vote was eight to one 
in favor of controls. Two counties, Gil- 
mer and Pike, of North and Middle Geor- 
gia, respectively, both small cotton pro- 
ducers, alone voted against controls. 


Voting of controls was almost neces- 
sary for Georgia and other Southern 
States, especially those in the Piedmont 
and upland regions. Controls will guar- 
antee to them support prices. Without 
these they would have been swamped by 
the cotton-growing regions west of the 
Mississippi, which this year grew more 
than half the crop. They can’ produce 
cheaper because of climate and terrain and 
also by using more efficient mechaniza- 


tion and irrigation than the Southern 
States. Without controls and price sup- 
ports they would have been able to cut 
prices and win the market, forcing the 
cotton South to come trailing after, tak- 
ing what it could get. 

Thus, we have the spectacle of farm- 
ers, who do not like government in their 
business, voting it in by a margin of 8 to 1 
and agreeing to plant 23 percent less acre- 
age than last year. 

It is the old, old story. When govern- 
ment is going to benefit someone they wel- 
come the benefits. When the time comes 
to pay for it no one likes it. 

Benefits mean taxes. Or, to put it an- 
other way, we must pay for government 
services and price supports, many of them 
going to varied groups, with taxes col- 
lected from all the people. We are glad 
to help the cotton farmer. But let the 
cotton farmer remember that he, too, will 
help pay his own and other bills. 

We haven’t solved the cotton prob- 
lem—we have only propped it up another 
year. 


Our River Valley Development 


Two of Georgia's rivers, the Savannah 
and the Chattahoochee, form ideal proj- 
ects for efficient and balanced waterway 
developments, according to a statement 
here Saturday morning by Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, the famous chief of the 
Corps of Army Engineers. 

“The Clark Hill project is a fine one,” 
he said. “In fact, the entire basin of the 
Savannah River is ripe for multipurpose 
development. The multipurpose develop- 
ment of the Chattahoochee-Flint River 
valleys is also possible. In time I expect 
to see the head of navigation on the Chat- 


tahoochee extended north of Columbus, 
possibly to Atlanta. I see no reason why 
it shouldn’t be done,” said the General-En- 
gineer. 

Americans are seeing more and more 
necessity for development of river valleys. 
Leaders of both political parties agree, 
differing only on who shall control the 
power which is but a part of multipur- 
pose development. 

All Georgia would benefit enormously 
from such development and we can only 
hope and urge and support all moves to 
develop our three river valleys.

ers is being done by Lark Bragg, auditor, under 

the supervision of Assistant Attorney General 


Grady Simmons. Bragg, an income tax special- 
ist, will turn his attentiOén more and more to in- 
come tax crackdowns as the liquor situation clears 
up. Revenue Commissioner Charlie Redwine says 
that the major conspirators in the illicit liquor 
trade have been put out of business. The De- 
partment’s regular liquor unit, headed by B. I. 
Gilbert, is assuming more of the duties of sum- 
moning liquor dealers to hearings on charges of 
violating the laws. 


The Department's efforts to eliminate 
counterfeit liquor stamps has hit such a snag 
that State Purchasing Agent Bill George is 
going to start all over and ask for new bids 
on stamps. Of the two bidders one sub- 
mitted a bid $5,400 below that of the other 
for printing a new stamp design. Redwine 
declined to accept the lower-priced stamp, 
however, stating it could be changed too 
easily by counterfeiters. He recommended 
the higher-priced stamp. George decided to 
ask new bids, with the Revenue Department 
being more specific in the designed asked.

Hiding the con- 
tents from view, he assumed an air of impor- 
tance and told waiting newsmen: “This story is 
not ready for publication.”

Israel Returns 
To Jerusalem! 


Israel has moved her capital from the new 
city called Tel Aviv, by the shores of the Med- 
iterranean, to Jerusalem. 

It is contrary to the United Nations decision. 

In a eense, Israel itself is a creation of the United Nations. 
whose weight it was that prevented sterner action by the British 
or invitation of Russian technicians and soldiers to the side of 
the Arabs. 

Even now the first-class fighting men of the Arab Legion from 
Trans-Jordan hold the Old City of Jerusalem—not the city of 
Biblical days. It is buried perhaps 60 or 100 feet below. They 
hold the old walled city built on the ruins of many Jerusalems. 

Israel is in the new Jerusalem, which is white and the roofs 
of which are golden and blue in the manner of Mediterranean 
cities. Old Jerusalem is gray. 

It could hardly have been otherwise 


Solomon From the days of Solomon, Israel centralized her 

life in Jerusalem. Jeroboam sought to decentralize 
the nation. It was he who came hurrying back from Egypt to 
Jerusalem when great Solomon died. He took Israel away from 
Judah, beginning a war which was to last 22 years. He was, in a 
sense, the first ruler to try and wipe out a religion in order to 
obtain a greater hold on his people, as Hitler was to try in Nazi 
Germany, and as Lenin and his successors were to try, with more 
success, in Soviet Russia. He set up calf worship at Dan and at 
Bethel and changed the feast days. His political policy was no 
sounder than that of others since who have used his formula. 
And God turned His face from him. He was destroyed. 


Center Jerusalem became the center of the known earth. 
There are stories everywhere about her, and especially 
does each hill have its historical record. There is the hill of 
Gethsamane, where Jesus agonized: Scopus, where the main body 
of Titus’ troops stood and where great Titus himself wept over 
Jerusalem’s destruction at his hands, as Jesus had wept before 
him at Olivet, foreseeing that same destruction. There is the 
Mount of Offence, where Solomon sacrificed to idols. The 
city is a story of seiges, blood and hungers ... for at least 20 times 
the city was destroyed and rebuilt, 

Assyrians, Babylonians, Romans, Moslems, Crusaders battered 
at its gates and, finally, the British came to drive out the last 
of the Turks. Now the British are gone and Israel, ancient Israel, 
is back in the old capital as the Moslem troops of Trans-Jordan 
stand glowering from the gray walls of the walled city which 
looks over into the new Jerusalem—which is as modern as any 
city in the world. 


It is difficult to see how the United Nations would 
have gone against so historically fixed a capital. 
Yet there was, of course, argument on their side. They sought to 
internationalize it because it is the capital of religions, and of 
nations. There are located the capitals of Judaism, Chrisitanity, 
the second capital of the Moslems, the capital, too, of the Bahais. 
It would have been, from the standpoint of religions affecting 
millions of men and women in many lands, a sensible solution— 
to make it a city for all nations and all religions. 

But none can forget that originally, and for many centuries, 
it was the bloodstained, fought-for capital of old Israel. New 
Israel, with modern guns and courage as good as that of old, 
claims it—with equal reason and with equal readiness to bloody 
it again in fighting to retain it... or lose it. 

For certainly no man can fail to say the capital of Israel is 
Jerusalem ... even though the old foundations are deep under the 


ruins, 
R li Jesus and Titus wept over it .. it is a relic of a city 
Elle , and both history and religion seem always to mourn 
there ... the old orthodox Jews wailing at the wall. The shadows 
of the Roman Emperor and the Prince of Peace weeping over It. 
The great memorial of ancient Israel was her religion. It was 
she who learned the truth of the one, eternal God. 
What will be the gift of the new Israel one cannot tell. It 
will be, at least, industrialism to a region which will be revo- 
lutionized by it. 


: istorv there almost overpowers one. The Romans, the 
Stories Sosiens and with their memory the Crusades, the 
5.000 children who survived the march to the Mediterranean 
and crossed it in the stupid, cruel, ignorance-inspired Children’s 
Crusade, being sold as slaves in Alexandria and Algiers—they are 
tremendous, powerful stories. But more follows, until the mind 
is filled with marching soldiers and populations fleeing from 
battles or walking wearily into captivity.

And looking on are the troops of the Arabs and in the distance 
are the plottings of Arab nations still hoping for a turn of the

Defendants in cases concerning mistreatment 
of Negroes by whites have the audacity to state 
that the victim “was uppity, too prosperous, im- 
pertinent, etc., and needed a beating” (or a shot 
in the back). Who gave us the right to chastise 
a colored citizen, if we don’t like his manners, 
mode of dress or skin color? The old notions of 
“white supremacy” are keeping us from rising 
above the relative poverty and racial disquiet 
that sensation-conscious Northern columnists 
associate with the South. Too many of our 
politicians base their vote-getting compaigns on 
keeping alive the race tension. To bolster the 
ego of a poor white (and gain his vote) our 
hate-mongers tell him (in essence) that he is 
not the lowest human being in creation: he is 
still superior to the Negro (by virtue of his com- 
plexion). White skin is his salvation: it keeps 
him from feeling as unimportant and expendable 
as his more affluent white brothers like him to 
believe he is. 

God grant that this complex scale of human 
values will resolve itself to where rich white, 
poor white and Negro will count as of equal 
value to the community and the world. Each 
of us has something to contribute.

Georgia school buses each day, in their trips to and fro, travel a distance 
equal to six times around the globe, and there is a world of difference in their 
efficiency of operation. Getting Georgia ’s children to school and back home again 
is big business. The total cost of school transportation in all of the State’s school 


systems last year was $5,280,996 


This amount was spent on operation of 3,105 
buses. A little over half of these buses belong 
to transportation systems which are publicly 
owned and operated. The remainder come under 
the heading of “contracted” transportation. This 
means the school system pays private operators 
with their own buses for hauling children. 


A county-operated school bus system can 
effect savings that are not possible under the 
contract system. A county in buying gasoline 
saves 114 cents per gallon. That is a Federal 
tax saving. Such tax savings extend into 
other fields of cost in school bus operation— 
such as tires, parts, oil and purchase of the 
bus itself. A county buying one of the less 
expensive buses saves a minimum of $104 on 
each purchase. That’s the Federal tax. It 
is estimated Georgia schools that contracted 
for school bus operation last year paid $75,000 
in Federal taxes alone. That money would 
buy 30 buses. 


DeKalb County this year for the first time is 
operating its own fleet of buses. Of course, al! 
the returns aren't in, but let's take a look at 
initial comparative figures for this vear and last, 
when the County contracted for its school bus 
operation. 

In October, 1948, 5,154 children were carried 
each day at a total cost per child of $1.63 for the 
month. In October, 1949, 6,568 children were 
transported each day at a total monthly cost of 
$1.38 per child. There is a saving of 25 cents 
per child per month, or $1,355 for the month. 

The total cost of operation fer the comparative 
months is $9,074.55 in October this year as com- 
pared to $8,434.18 in October last year. More 
than a 1,000 additional children were transported 
this October 

Right now, on the basis of October’s figures, 
DeKalb is transporting its children to and from 
school at a yearly cost of slightly over $12 per 
pupil. That.cost probably will be lower when 
total figures for the 1949-50 term are available. 

The average State cost last year was $21.72 
per

The shot sizes and loads recom- 
mended here could be called a pre- 
ferred chart for experienced hunt- 
ers in all parts of the country. 
The number of loads has been 
greatly reduced in recent years 
and manufacturers have just about 
reached the minimum in standard- 
ization, without further risking the 
alienation of thousands of veterans. 


Most duck aunters prefer No. 
4 shot in Super-X loads for long 
range and pass shooting. For 
normal range high velocity 5s 
or 6s are standard. Our person- 
al recommendation for decoy 
gunning is No. 7'4. This will 
provoke argument, but we con- 
tend the smaller shot provide a 
deadlier pattern for clean kills 
over the blocks, when the birds 
are always within range. 

For goose hunting, it’s 2s and 
4s, with 2s more certain of kill- 
ing or completely missing at long 
range. If vou can honk ‘em to 
the decoys mw real goose country, 
s»ck to the 4s for denser patterns. 
Pheasant hunters use 5s or 6s. 
Sixes are outside heavy for ruffed 
grouse, and the choice here would 
be 7!5 Super-X. 


Quail Loads 


Quail loads always bring up rus- 
ged debates, which can be stelled 
with a well-directed light load of 
8c or 9s. No. 9s until Christmas, 
8s after plumage is heavier and 
the birds older and faster. A few 
veterans still look for 10s, but these 
no longer are made. The brush 
snipe load went with the passing 
of drop shot, which is lamentable. 

We always liked the old-fash- 
ioned 3 drams, 1 ounce, soft 
No. & for all-season quail hunt- 
ing. This has been replaced by 
the 3-1 1/8-8 or 9, with the shot 
being a medium between chilled 
and soft lead. 

At normal dove shooting ranges, 
in September, regular light loads 
in 715 or 8 shot are sufficient, but 
in January the shift should be to 
high velocity. Turkey hunt- 
ing calls for a more authoritative 
load than anything except possibly 
geese. From blinds use 4s. If the 
birds are being driven over you, 
South Georgia plantation style, 
smaller shot will do the job. How- 
ever, Many swampers use 
hand-loaded B-Bs. 

Marsh hens call for the light- 
est possible load, which is regu- 
lar No. 9s. 

Rabbit hunters use 6s in regu- 
lar field loads, although they 
may prefer 5s or even 4s, par- 
ticularly for “buck” swamp rab- 
bits. The same choice goes for 
gray or fox squirrels, depending 
on the height of timber in the 
area hunted. 

It is sportier to shoot deer with 
a rifle, and shotguns should be left 
at home for North Georgia shoot- 
ing. However, South Georgians 
would stay at home themselves if 
they knew a rifle was loose in 
the low, level country. The State 
law permits No. 1 buckshot, but 
anything smaller than 0 or 00 
should be frown upon by real 
sportsmen. Over the country as a 
whole, the rifle slug Is gaining in 
popularity.

Reports from quail hunters 
continue to substantiate early and 
questionable indications that the 
supply is improved this season. 
The recent rain and colder weath- 
er has been a boon to both quail 
and duck hunting. One of the 
largest bass of the past 12 months 
in either Florida or the South 
was taken last week by Dr. Rob- 
ert L. Lester, of Marietta. Lester 
landed a 17-pounder at Lake Can.- 
non, Winter Haven, Fla., Dec. 11. 
Needless to say, he’s having his

The “Spotted Gator” (Heddon 
Vamp 7500S) is rapidly becoming 
the No. 1 redfish bait in the Stein- 
hatchee. This is the lure that 
produced “three tubs full” for H.

A duck call, prop- 
erly used, and a stool of decoys, 
properly set. is all you need to 
put ducks in your lap, even in 
Crorgia. We proved this to Harry 
Crabtree this week, and he still

wing teals, buffleheads, red-breast- 
ed and hooded margansers and 
wood ducks. These species swam 
around the decoys while we waited 
for blacks or mallards, which 
never showed.

We have been discussing in these columns the hopes and 
possibilities of getting more liberal credit for farmers who 
desire to convert from one-crop farming to balanced farm- 
ing through the addition of year-round grazing. To date we 
haven’t noticed any encouraging signs that this will be done. 


There is being much written and 
spoken on the subject but farmers 
are not getting any cheaper money 
ever longer periods. The Bank of 
Duluth and one or two others are 
lending money over longer periods 
at fair rates but they are not in 
position to lend money over per!- 
ods of 10 to 40 years. The Produc- 
tion Credit Associations are active 
in most commuities but their loans 
are limited to three years, and this 
is not enough time to enable a 
good farmer to meet the costs of 
the conversion to grass and live- 
stock farming.

Ikach of these Christmas 
stories has its own unforgettable 
beauty, but also some marked 
differences. The Christmas angel 
announced the birth of a child; 
the’ Wise Men from the East 
were looking’ for a King. “Where 
is He that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen His 
star in the east, and are come 
to a Him.” 

The Wise Men probably had 
not studied the ancient Hebrew 
scriptures, but when King Herod, 
troubled by this talk of a new 
king, asked the priests and 
scribes where the Messiah 
should be born, they told him 
“In Bethlehem of Judaea,” and 
they quoted from the prophet 
Micah (St. Matthew 2:6): 

“And thou Bethlehem, in the 
land of Juda, art not the least 
among the princes of Juda, for 
out of thee shall come a Gov- 
ernor, that shall rule my people 
Israel.” 

It has always been difficult 
‘to keep these two versions of 
the Christmas story separate. 
Most of the famous paintings of 
the Wise Men bringing their 
gifts to the-infant Jesus show 
Mary and her Child ina stable 
with the ox and the ass look- 
ing on. : 

But in the Gospel according 


to St. Matthew there is no mention of a stable; 


we are told simply that when the Wise Men 
were come into the house they saw the young 
Child with Mary, His mother, and fell down 
and worshi Him. | 

~The stable and the manger which served 
as a cradle for the Child ong with the 
angels in the version of the Christmas story 
which St. Luke told, but in St. Luke’s story 
there was no mention of the particularly bril- 
liant star. Few artists even today are willing 
to leave out the star and concentrate simply 
on the angels. 

St. Luke’s account is told in several sec- 
tions, or little chapters. In the first we learn 
that Mary brought forth her first-born son 
and wrapped Him in swaddling clothes and 


laid Him in a manger because there was no | 


room for them in the inn. 

This famous passage leaves on many 
modern readers the impression that the inn- 
keeper was unkind, and perhaps because 
Joseph and Mary were poor he refused to give 
them a decent room in the inn. 

But if we knew the condition of the rooms 
assigned to other guests, even to those who 
paid well, we might think that they enjoyed 
fewer comforts, certainly a more doubtful 
kind of ventilation, than Mary and her Child 
found in the stable. An Oriental inn in those 
days was not a modern hotel. 

We are next told that there were in the 
same country shepherds abiding in the field, 
keeping watch over their flock by night. The 
Christmas season in that part of the world 
was not cold, and the shepherds did very well 
with no shelter whatever. All the shepherds 
of Bethlehem were proud of their profession. 

Bethlehem was the city of David, who in 
his boyhood had been a shepherd and had 
guarded his sheep by night, perhaps in those 
very fields. It may be that the shepherds of 
whom St. Luke speaks were protecting the 
sheep intended for sacrifice in the temple. 

If so, their thoughts were frequently on

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HEY never looked, acted or directed their 
musicians alike but Tommy and Jimmy 
Dorsey, the bandleading brothers, had one 
thing in common long after they split up their 
band for unexplained reasons and quit speaking 
14 years ago: at home, each kept “the joint 
jumping” and each lost a wife in the process. 

When Tommy, the Sentimental Gentleman 
with the trombone, was divorced from Actress 
Pat Dane in 1947 after five years of married life 
it occasioned no great surprise. Tommy was 
always aggressive, volatile and used to having 
his own way. 

But when Mrs. Jane Porter Dorsey walked 
into a Los Angeles court the other day and 
divorced Jimmy the action caused quite a bit 
of commotion in the movie and musical worlds. 

For one thing, Jimmy had been married to 
Jane, who was Miss Detroit of 1925, for 21 
vears, and friends assumed it was a permanent 
arrangement. For another thing, he was known 
as the quiet, easygoing brother.

Dorsey recited in court, where she sued © 
the grounds of cruelty. “‘But at home—”’ 

Then she told about one night last sum- 
mer in the San Fernando home of the 
couple. Sleeping peacefully, she was sud- 
cenly awakened by the screeching of 
brakes and the slamming of several car 
doors as a dozen musicians, led by 
Jimmy, descended on the house. 
He called to his wife and, while 
she was making herself present- 
able, played one of his records 
over and over in the drawing 
room. 

Jane Porter came in, met 
the guests, and made an un- 
pardonable error where a 
bandleader—especially a 
Dorsey——is concerned. 

“I bought an album of 
records today,” she _ said.

“Are they mine?” 

“No, dear,”” she admitted.

HE FIRST time Ethel Aaron saw David

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Everyone Thought Annie Cuddeback Yates Was 
the Perfect Hostess and the Perfect Beauty, 
Including a Popular Tenor Who Made Love to 
Her While the Town Buzzed With Gossip.

IKE a proud parent watching the growth of 
[ an only child, James Renwick beamed and 

applauded inwardly that autumn day in 
1852 as the castle that had been born on his 
drawing board took shape on the heights over- 
looking downtown Syracuse, N. Y. 

It wasn’t every day that a 34-year-old archi- 
tect was commissioned to design and supervise 
the erection of a $500,000 mansion, such as this 
Stately structure ordered by Cornelius Tyler 
Longstreet, the millionaire. But then it wasn’t 
every day that a young man with Renwick’s 
talent came along on the architectural scene. 

Renwick was only 29 when he was selected to 
draw the plans for the great Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in Washington, D. C. Before that, when 
he was a mere 25, he had designed majestic 
Grace Church on New York’s Broadway at 10th 
Street; an experience that was to help him later 
when he won the right to design St. Patrick's 
Cathedral on Fifth Avenue, a $3,000,000 project. 

But these larger projects were far from his 
thoughts this day in Syracuse as the walls of 
the castle arose before his eyes. 

“Somehow, this is different,” he confided to 
his bride. “This is to be a home. 

“Here, in Mr. Longstreet’s house, I see the 
happy couple and then the children, even the 
grandchildren, in front of the hearth. I see 
seclusion and safety and security for a family—”’ 

He kept talking, practically to himself, while 
his bride breathed deeply and caught some of the 
words that tumbled out of his mouth. 

“The walls and the roofs ... sturdy... they 
will not fall, nor will they let in the cold antagon- 
ism of the outside world. There could have been 
a moat—but there is no need for that.”

There was no need for a moat because James 
Renwick, digging into the fund of his talent, had 
decided to use landscaping on a large scale for 
the first time in that part of New York State. 
His system of terraces and hedges and trees that 
came close to interlocking their branches would 
secure the castle from outsiders. 

“It should have a name to suit it—and me.” 
He was thinking aloud again. ‘But the public 
christening must be left to Mr. Longstreet. 
Privately, I wish that it could be known as long 
as it stands, as The House of Happiness.” 

The castle was completed, the landscaping 
was finished and James Renwick and his bride 
departed from the scene for new fields. The 
House of Happiness never lived up to the title 
the architect had secretly conferred upon it; it 
wore, more appropriately, the title of House of 
Heartbreak for decades after its construction. 


CORNELIUS TYLER LONGSTREET, who or- 
dered its creation with bright promises and 
expectations, was the first to concede it had 
failed as a happy home, as the gathering place 
for happy people, including his own family. 

Longstreet had made a fortune in New York 
where, it was generally conceded, he had been 
the first to open and operate a store selling 
ready-to-wear clothing, instead of the more ex- 
pensive suits and coats turned out by custom 
tailors. 

When it came time to retire, his thoughts 
reverted to the city of his youth—-Syracuse 
where he learned the rudiments of the clothing 
business as a clerk in a small store. 

With the decision, he contacted James Ren- 
wick, gave him some of the ideas he would like 
to see incorporated in his castle, and told the 
architect that money was no object, and cer- 
tainly must be no obstacle. 

On a site of 49 acres, Renwick erected the 
great building of sanded brick, together with a 
formidable lodge and stables. Stained glass for 
the main structure was imported from Europe, 
along with works of art. While the castle was

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being erected, Renwick turned his attention to 
the grounds and approaches. 

The formal opening of the estate touched off 
a series of parties and open houses at which the 
flowers alone cost thousands of dollars.  Cor- 
nelius Longstreet, with his wife and family, was 
happy—for a while. 

He kept giving his lavish parties but the 
attendance decreased and more and more invita- 
tions were “regretfully’’ declined. His castle was 
too far from the heart of Syracuse in the horse- 
and-buggy days of the 1850s. His wife and his 
children began to get the feeling of isolation, 
and so did he. 

One day he told a visitor from Buffalo: 

“This great house and these great grounds I 
had planned as my perfect palace for the declin- 
ing years. But nobody, including myself, can be 
happy here. I have decided to give it up and, 
also give it a name.” 

“What will you call it, Mr. Longstreet?” 

“Why, the name comes easily to mind. I will 
have it known as Longstreet’s Folly.”’ 

That name, instead of James Renwick's secret 
title of the House of Happiness, was adopted 
quickly in Syracuse and it remained in common 
use after Longstreet had sold the abandoned 
estate to Alonzo Chester Yates. 


LONZO YATES had made his fortune in 
men’s clothing, too. At the outbreak of the 

Civil War, .,he had contracted for the entire out- 
put of several woolen mills, the material to be 
used eventually for U. S. Army uniforms. Yates 
had suggested to several of his friends that 
they enter into the deal with him and he got 
from each about the same answer: 

“Army uniforms? Why, Alonzo, this is noth- 
ing but a riot out of hand for the time being. 
The whole thing will be over and forgotten in a 
couple of weeks.”’ 

As the years, and the war dragged on, Yates 
released his commitments with the mills for sub- 
stantial bonuses and the end of the conflict found 
him a wealthy man. He installed his wife, who 
had been the Annie Cuddeback of his boyhood 
romantic period, in a suitable mansion in Syra- 
cuse. The town house proved unsuitable when 
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Yates told the gues 
to the loveliest girl in the world and I am able 
to give her the setting she deserves.” 

Annie Yates was the perfect hostess; She 
was also the perfect beauty, according te some 
of the artists who attended the parties. Not all 


of these were painters. Some were poets, some 


were novelists and one, in particular, was a popu- 
lar tenor. His voice rang true under the trees, 
while his eyes sang a love song to Mrs. Yates. 

Gossip flowed down from the eastern heights 
into the center of Syracuse society, Alonzo 
Yates came back from a business trip to learn, 
from the lips of one of his best friends, informa- 
tion which, he decided, he could not ignore. 

Alonzo Yates divorced the sweetheart of his 
schoolboy days. There was no spirited contest; 
Annie Yates left Syracuse, leaving also two 
young daughters, Lillian and Cornelia. Yates 
sent both to boarding schools and became, like 
Longstreet, a virtual prisoner in the castle. 

Several years after the divorce, he married 
his housekeeper, and Syracuse society bubbled: 

“The castle will be ablaze, once more. There 
will be parties, again, maybe a tenor will sing—” 

But the castle’s lights didn’t flare again; 
there were no parties, no songs on the land- 
scaped expanses. Alonzo and his new bride, 
Sarah Agnes, lived quietly and experienced in- 
creased contentment as three childen were bern: 
Alonzo, Jr., Mabel and Inez. 

“I am happy—once more,” Yates confided to 
the few intimates who were invited to the great 
house on week ends. 

His cycle of happiness ended .Oct. 11, 1880, 
when he died at the age of 53. His will, dispos- 
ing of an estate valued at nearly $1,000,000, 
made plain his attitude towards the house of his

early heartbreak. 

The castle, the will decreed, was to be sold 
“as soon as practicable.” 

Alonzo (Lonnie) Yates, Jr., pom his 
mother it wasn’t practicable to the castle; it 
wouldn't be fair to him and his sisters to be de- 
prived of a mansion where they could entertain. 

Once again, the violins sang on the lawn, the 
wine sparkled and young people laughed during 
a long procession of parties that reached a peak 
in 1893 when Lonnie Yates, having reached his 
20th year, assumed the title of head of the 
house. With the assistance of his mother who 
had been the castle’s housekeeper, he staged 
numerous memorable balls and parties. 


| ONNIE was the perfect host; he set a pace 

that few of his company could follow and, in 
1899, he discovered it had been too fast even for 
him. He died in France, at the age of 26, with 
his devoted mother at his bedside. She hadn't 
been able to manage him or the funds that 
flowed into his hands-—and out of them. 

But he had outlived Yates Castle, as such. 

In 1898 it was sold to Mrs. Russell Sage, who 
had known its great halls and its huge rooms 
well when she was Margaret Slocum. That was 
when she had served as governess for a daughter 
of the founder and builder, Cornelius Longstreet. 

“I want to buy it in memory of my happy 
days there,” she told a friend. “But I do not 
intend to live in Longstreet’s Folly.”’ 

Mrs. Sage turned the property over to Syra- 
cuse University, ,and eager young men and 
women study journalism there now on the stage 
where the city’s great tragedy was enacted.

oung Boston policeman was 

tesmporarlly stunned. One mo- 
ment the woman was standing 
quietly beside the railing of the 
bridge, the next instant her body 
was hurtling toward the waters of 
the Charles River below. 

Without waiting to remove his 
coat, Patrolman William T. Ross 
dived from the bridge and struck 
out toward the floundering stran- 
ger. As he approached her, she 
tried frantically to push him away. 
“Let me alone,” she pleaded hys- 
terically, “I want to die.’ 

Following the procedure rec- 
ommended for such _ situations, 
Ross knocked her unconscious with 
one swift blow, then pulled her to 
the shoreline, where he called an 
ambulance. 

When she had recovered suffi- 
ciently to talk, the would-be sul- 
cide sobbed out her story. “I ac- 
cused my husband of loving an- 
other woman,” she told Ross. “It 
wasn’t true. But we had a fight 
and he left me. I've tried every 
means of locating him. They've 
all failed. I love my husband. I 
can’t live without him.” 

Ross thought for a -moment, 
then made a decision. Locating 
missing persons was not part of 
his work. He knew nothing about 
the methods customarily employed. 
But there was a fellow human in 
distress..- 

“If you will promise not to at- 
tempt suicide again,’’ he told the 
distraught woman, “I'll promise 
to find your husband within six 
months.” She agreed. 

Ross set to work in his spare 
time to fulfill his part of the bar- 
gain. Before the allotted six

divert parental suspicion from him 
disappeared in order to make it 
appear that she was the one guilty

A week later, she wrote home 
saying she had gone “out west” 
to start a new life. Then the 
brother confessed. Police and 
vate detectives were called in to 
locate the missing girl. None of 
them could ascertain her where. 
abouts. Finally Ross was consulted. 

Following his customary prac. 
tice, he began delving into the 
young woman's background for 
some clue that might indicate 
where she had gone.. Eventually 
he discovered that she had har. 
bored a secret desire to enter the 
movies. Acting on a hunch that 
she might be in Hollywood, Ross 
contacted Red Cross and Salva- 
tion Army officials and hotels and 
boarding houses in the film capital, 

Subsequently a young woman 
answering the missing girl’s de- 
scription was discovered working 
in a local restaurant. At first:she 
refused to discuss her identity. 
But when Ross flew to the West 
Coast and told her what had hap- 
pened back in Boston, she admit- 
ted she was the person he was 
seeking, and the family was re. 
united. 

Scarce though the clues were 
in that case, Ross had even less 
evidence to guide him when he was 
asked to locate a woman who had 
disappeared from home, leaving 
her husband and three small chil- 
dren behind. 

In his preliminary investiga- 
tion, the policeman found that the 
woman’s departure had been caused 
by her husband’s excessive nag- 
ging. This, in turn, had resulted

months had elapsed, he located the 
missing spouse in Chicago and ef- 
fected a reconciliation between the 
couple. 

But that was only the begin- 
ning of the story. “I got a great 
deal of satisfaction out of finding 
that man,” Ross recently told The 
American Weekly. “It became ca 
hobby. I decided to help other 
people in similar straits.” 

‘ahat was in 1930. In the years 
that followed, Ross became so pro- 
ficient at his hobby that hé was 
asked to establish a missing per- 
sons bureau for the Boston police 
department. ‘Altogether,’ he said 
recently, “I’ve hancled more than 
10,000 cases. I’ve been able to 
solve over 98 per cent of them.” 

ven after he launched the po- 
lice department bureau, Ross con- 
tinued to regard his work pri- 
marily as a hobby. He still han- 
died many of the most interesting 
cases that came to him in his spare 
time. Always he stuck to his 
original decision never to accept 
money from people he _ helped, 
though in several instances his 
work required him to travel great 
distances. 

As recently as 1938, he flew al] 
the way to California to locate a 
23-year-old Boston secretary who 
had run away from home. The 
girl’s brother, it developed, had 
sold more than $2,500 worth of 
family property to pay off gam- 
bling debts. His sister. hoping to 


at least partially from the wife’s 
constant preoccupation with house- 
work. 

Once again acting on a hunch, 
Ross sent letters and pictures of 
the woman to hotels throughout 
the ccountry. From Albany, N. Y., 
came werd that she had worked 
in a hostelry there but had since 
moved west. Realizing he must 
be on the right track, Ross pressed 
his search. Eventually he found 
the woman as a maid in Cincinnati, 
Ohio. When husband and wife 
were brougnt together, they de- 
cided on a reconciliation. 

Not all of Ross’ sleuthing, how- 
ever, has had such happy results. 
On one occasion, he was even 
forced to inform a woman that his 
search for her husband had failed 
because he could not bear to tell 
the truth. 

The missing man, a World War 
Ii veteran, had failed to return to 
his home after the war was over. 
Having unsuccessfully tried every 
available means of finding him, his 
wife contacted Ross. After a 
seven-month investigation, the po- 
liceman learned that his quarry 
was in Texas. But when he ar- 
rived there, he also discovered that 
the man had secretly obtained a 
Mexican divorce and was remar- 
ried. 

“I felt so sorry for the young 
wife I was trying to help,” Ross 
explained, “that I merely told her 
the case could not be solved.”

T’S all over. A divorce court has severed the 
| ties that were to bind “till death do us part. 

What happens now? Should each ex-spouse 
be free to at once? Should both be 
made to wait 60 days, six months or a year? 
Should the innocent one be unrestrained but the 
guilty be forced to remain single for a specified 
period or, perhaps, forever? ag 

The 48 states have a dozen different answers 
to these questions and, before her divorce the 
other day, Mrs. Frances Walsh Jacobs thought 
she had one, too. 

Mrs. Jacobs had been married for 30: years 
to Rex Jacobs, 52-year-old president of a Detroit 
automotive manufacturing firm founded by his 
father. Not long after they parted two years ago, 
she filed a divorce suit in Detroit. 

When she failed to press her suit, Jacobs, 
who had been spending much of his time on-his 
extensive plantation near Homestead, Fia., filed 
a motion to advance the case on the calendar. 

Mrs. Jacobs objected. She said she had been 
informed and believed that “during the past 
two years the defendant has been openly con- 
sorting with a woman of unenviable notoriety, 
has frequented public places with her, enter- 
tained her for periods of days on his yacht, 
transported her in his conmrpany plane and en- 
tertained her for extended periods at his Florida 
home.” 

“Plaintiff herein is in no hurry to be di- 
vorced,” her reply said. “She feels that it would 
be to the def ’s interest if he were pro- 
tected against himself and others by no decree 
being entered in the near future. 

“If defendant will stipulate that the decree 
may provide he may not remarry in two years, 
so that such protection will be afforded him, 
the plaintiff will consent to a motion to ad- 
vance,” 

Considerable bickering ensued. When the 
case came to trial recently, Mrs. Jacobs won 
her divorce but the matter of prohibiting her 
husband’s remarriage was .not mentioned and 
there was no restriction in the decree. 


Two hours later Jacobs and a bridal party 

were on their way to Ind., where he 
was married to Virginia Farrell, a vivacious 
blond beauty shop o tor. 

Although Mrs. Jacobs failed in her efforts 
to “protect” her husband, she had the right to 
seek such recourse under Michigan law, which 
provides that the courts may bar the guilty party 
in a divorce suit from remarrying for any period 
up to two years. 

Some states are even stricter about remar- 
riage; some are a lot more lenient. In 18 of them 
-—Arkansas, Connecticut, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Maine, land, Missouri, Montana, 
Nevada, New Ham re, New Mexico, New 
Jersey, North and South Carolina, Wyoming 
and, except in rare instances, Indiana——a divorced 
person can take a new mate before the judge’s 
signature is dry on the decree. 

In Kansas City, Duncan MclInnis, being 
granted a divorce from Irma McInnis, stepped 
before the bench and asked: 

“Judge, can I impose on You just a wee bit 
more?” 

The judge, looking puzzled, nodded, and Dun- 
can motioned to a prim little woman in the 
front row. She stepped up beside him and waited 
expectantly. 

“I see what you mean,” the judge said, “but 
this is not the place. Step into my chambers.” 

Ten minutes later Helen Ingraham was the 
new Mrs. McInnis—-and, as Duncan pointed out, 
at no extra cost. 

The whole pattern of remarriage in the 
United States is as interwoven with conflicts 
and contradictions as the laws on divorce, and 
the resultant confusion is about as great. Thirty 
states have one or more restrictions, the most 
common being a six-month ban on remarrying 
by a statutory provision or by granting divorces 
which do not become final for half a year. In 
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The 48 States Have a Dozen Different Ways 
of Divorce and It's All Very Confusing to 
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that category are Colorado, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, Utah, Virginia, Washington and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

One-year intervals between the end of one 
marriage and the start of another are pre- 
scribed in Arizona, California, Delaware, lowa 
and Wisconsin. In Vermont and Massachusetts 
the guilty party in a divorce may not remarry 


-for two years, and in New York, where the 


only ground for divorce is infidelity, the same 
prohibition lasts for three years, after which 
application can be made to the courts for per- 
mission to rewed. 

Even New York is not as strict in that regard 
as Mississippi, where a court may provide that 
a person divorced for infidelity may never re- 
marry and “in which case each party shall re- 
main in law as a married person.” 

The New York statute, after a three-month 
interlocutory period, frees the innocent spouse 
completely. The guilty one, however, remains 
married in the eyes of the law. 


GTUDENTS in law school still study the case of 
Constantine Faber, who, for half a century, 
has been a classic example of the paradox 
through which a single man can become a big- 
amist by acquiring a wife. 

Faber was married in 1878 to Helen Aiken 
Braden. Three years later she won a divorce 
decree in New York City on testimony that 
he had violated his marriage vows with an un- 
named woman. Without bothering to leave the 
state, he went through a marriage ceremony 
in 1882 with Marie West. 

The ex-Mrs. Faber notified the district at- 
torney, and the bridegroom was promptly tried, 
convicted of bigamy and sentenced to prison 
for five years. He won a reversal in the next 
higher court, which ruled that a divorce dis- 
solved a marriage once and for all, but the Court 
of Appeals upheld his conviction, ruling flatly 
that “a person against whom a divorce has been 
obtained for that cause (infidelity) is regarded 
by the statute as having a husband or wife living 
as long as the party obtaining the divorce lives. 

South Dakota prohibits indefinitely the re- 
marriage of anyone divorced for infidelity. In 
Alabama and North Dakota the courts can de- 
cide, and Georgia leaves it up to the jury. West 
Virginia allows divorced people to remarry after 
60 days, but a judge can take the privilege away 
from the guilty party for a year. 

Three states—Tennessee, Pennsylvania and 
Louisiana—feel particularly incensed at the per- 
son who breaks_up a home. They specify that 
anyone divorced for infideli 
the co- : t. Louisiana adds that the plain- 
tiff wife must wait ten months before reentering 
wedlock. 

Texas has an odd slant on. the situation. 
There either party in a divorce suit can 
at once unless the charge is cruelty. If pg ce 4 
must wait for a year. 

A few years ago a frantic client telephoned 
Attorney Charles Rothenberg in New York City. 

“I’m in serious trouble,” he said. ‘You've 
got to get me out of it. After my wife divorced 
me yesterday I went on a binge. I woke up this 
morning with a vague recollection of riding out 
to Armonk and getting spliced again by a justice 
of the peace, and, sure enough, when I checked 
up, it was true.” 

“That’s bad,” Rothenberg said. “You'd better 
bring your new wife up to my office and we'll 
talk it over.” 

“It isn’t a new wife,” the client said. “It’s the 
old one. I married the same woman.” 

When the attorney started to laugh, the voice 
on the phone became indignant. 

“You told me yourself that I could go to 
prison if I married again inside of three years.” 

“I know,” Rothenberg said. “But no law in 
any state prohibits the remarriage of the same 
couple. That would be obviously against public 
policy. You're all right—unless you're anxious 
to be unmarried again.”

the most wonderful little woman in the world.” 

Rothenberg, who has written several books on 
divorce, believes that the absence of any re- 
striction on the right of divorced people to re- 
marry each other is about the only sane pro- 
vision in the entire list of restraints. 

“You can never convince me,” he says, “that 
any prohibition cn remarriage makes sense. In 
some states the legislators probably thought an 
enforced waiting period would add strength and 
dignity to the institution of matrimony. Some 
states may have considered marriage a privilege 
which should be withheld from those who 
abused it. 

“The fact remains that when a man and 
woman are in love and otherwise free to marry, 
they will find some way to get around any re- 
striction that may be imposed. The simplest 
way, and the one to which most of them resort, 
is merely to have the ceremony performed in 
some other state which doesn’t interfere with 
re 99 

One of Rothenberg’s clients, divorced in New 
York by a childless wife, was remarried in New 
Jersey to a woman who bore him two children. 
The first wife brought him into court for falling 
behind in his alimony payments. When he told 
the judge he made only enough to support his 
second family, he was reprimanded for taking a 
new wife without the court’s permission. 

“He had to pay, of course,” Rothenberg said, 
“although I tried my best to convince the judge 
that prohibiting a man from becoming a legal 
father was not only against the laws of nature 
but also contrary to public . 

Ten years after Illinois had prohibited di- 
vorced persons from remarrying for a year, the 
legislature discovered in 1915 that thousands 
were evading the edict by quick trips to out-of- 
state Gretna Greens. It passed an act making 
such marriages illegal for anyone who intended 
to reside in Illinois. 


FIGHT years later Elmer J. Schnackenberg, now 

a judge in the Circuit Court of Cook County 
but then a member of the Legislature, had come 
to the conclusion that the act was merely cor- 
rupting public morals. He persuaded his fellow 
lawmakers to legitimatize children born to cou- 
ples whose marriage was prohibited by the wait- 
a-year ruling. The legislature went further and 
repealed all restrictions. 


Joseph H. and Norman Becker, noted Chi- © 


cago divorce lawyers, believe other states should 
do the same. 

“Laws prohibiting remarriage after divorce 
are contrary to normal human behavior,” they 
say, “and are so widely disregarded or circum- 
vented that, like the Volstead Act, they tend to 
breed contempt for all legislation.” 

In Mlinois now a divorced person merely 
has to wait until the decree is signed, usually 
a matter of hours or a day or two. The Beckers 
find that many who have been freed by the 
courts are so impatient to remarry that they 
réfuse to brook even that slight delay and learn 
later they are not legally wed. 

John and Jane Doe may flout remarriage 
bans with comparative impunity but more pub- 

persons ere likely to run into trouble. 
When Movie Actress Laraine Day divorced Ray 
Hendricks a couple of years ago, her California 
decree was not due to become final for 12 
months. The following day, however, she flew 
to Juarez, obtained a Mexican divorce in five 
minutes and immediately married Leo Durocher, 
the baseball manager, who had accompanied her. 

They returned to Los Angeles and were 
promptly summoned before Judge George A. 
Dockweiler, who had been reading the newspa- 
pers. Thoroughly indignant, he hinted that 
Laraine was a bigamist and threatened to set 
aside the divorce he had granted. 

Although another judge ruled later that the 
interlocutory decree could not be revoked, the 
Durochers left for the East in a hurry and 
Stayed away until the final papers were granted 
in January, 1948. Then they were married again 
in Laraine’s home in Santa Monica.

Vy explain I think I need hormones,” Nina 
explained to the physician a neighbor 
had recommended to her casually. 

The pretty young matron had heard of the 
wonders these chemicals sometimes accomplish 
for certain feminine ills and the psychological 
and emotional disturbances that accompany 
them. She didn’t know about the harmful or 
undesirable effects the male and female hormones 
may have, when used improperly. 

The doctor listened while she described nerv- 
ous attacks brought on by constant pain and 
irritation. He was sympathetic when she ad- 
mitted she had hurled a vase at her husband 
in a fit of temper. 

An examination disclosed a chronic pelvic 
disorder, accompanied by frequent uterine hem- 
orrhages, an ailment often relieved by injections 
of the male sex hormone, testosterone. 

The treatment was started that day. After 
three or four injections Nina felt “like a new 
woman.” She was no longer irritable or too 
weary to enjoy life. Both she and her husband 
were loud in their praise of hormones. 

Then the trouble started. Nina began to 
notice soft, downy hair on her upper lip, on 
her chin and on the sides of her face. Her 
voice grew deep and husky. Her skin was dis- 
figured with eruptions. 

In a panic the unhappy woman consulted a 
leading specialist in women’s diseases. He ex- 
plained that in spite of proper precaution the 
dosage of testosterone shé had been receiving 
was, for her, too large or too frequent. 

The result was that she was developing man- 
nish traits. Medical experts called this ‘“‘viril- 
ism,”’ and it is a danger that accompanies ad- 
ministration of male hormones to women. 

Similarly, when men are given injections of 
female hormones (estrogens) there is danger that 
they will develop some feminine traits, 


- 


Whether the hormone used will be an andro- 
gen (male hormone) or estrogen (female hor- 
mone) depends on the patient's disorder. 

It is folly for anyone to try to get these 
potent chemicals without a doctor’s prescription, 
or to take them either as pills or injections with- 
out supervision by a well-qualified physician. 

The most widely known use of hormones is 
in the treatment of menopause symptoms, and 
also in certain comparable symptoms of men, 
yut during the last decade they have been found 
beneficial in many other disorders. 

A number of investigators have shown that 
proper administration of the male hormone re- 
lieves menstrual pain and the accompanying 
nervous tension. They have published reports 
indicating its use in numerous pelvic ailments; 
for relief of nausea in pregnancy and for the 
pains that follow childbirth, 

They have used the male hormone for 
patients suffering from Addison's disease, for 
which the specific treatment is the hormone of 
the adrenal cortex. He states that testosterone 
has been found helpful in some cases of tuber- 
culosis. Also it has been used to alleviate the 
progressive type of deafness known as otosclero- 
sis and the progressive wasting of muscles. The 
male hormone has also been used beneficially 
in some cases involving frigidity in women. 

Testosterone is being used experimentally 
in treatment of arthritis, gout and rheumatic 
fever in both men and women. This use was 
developed by Dr. William K. Ishmael and his 
colleagues at the University of Oklahoma, Nor- 
man, Okla., and still is in an experimental stage. 

All experienced investigators warn against 
overdosage or too prolonged use of the chem- 
ical. Given up to a certain amount in a month, 
testosterone does not appear to produce notice- 
able virilism, and after the use of even larger 
doses is stopped most masculine traits gradu- 
ally disappear. é 

In explaining the virilism induced in women, 
and the femininity in men, by excessive treat- 
ment with hormones, experts point to scientific 
experiments in animals, in which far more drastic 
changes can be induced than in man, 

It is possible, for example, to change a hen 
into a rooster, or a rooster into a herf. Sometimes 
this happens accidentally, as in the case of a 


Buff Orpington hen. She had been a good egg 
producer and had mothered several broods of 
chicks. Gradually her feathers changed, she de- 
veloped a comb and started to crow. 

This hen actually changed from a mother 
to a father. Investigators found that the organs 
that secrete the female hormone had been de- 
stroyed by tuberculosis and had been replaced 
by male glandular tissues. 

Two Harvard physicians, Drs. George B. 
Wislocki and Joseph C. Aub, have been able to 
make antlers grow on female deer by the use 
of male hormones. 

A natural human example of virilism is the 
circus “bearded lady.’”’” Her condition is caused 
by a tumor of the adreno-cortex gland that in- 
duces excessive production of a type of male 
hormone by that gland. 

Masculine traits often are produced in women 
cancer patients who are being treated with large 
doses of testosterone for relief of breast or uterine 
cancer. Drs. Frank. E. Adair and J. B. Herrmann, 
of New York City, have given the male hormone 
to women who had breast cancer which had 
spread to the bones. 

The bones were repaired and there was relief 
from pain, increase of body weight and a gen- 
eral feeling of well-being. Although the pa- 
tients were not “cured” they were temporarily 
improved. All of these women developed mas- 
culine traits during the periods of treatment. 

Similarly, when men suffering from cancer 
of the prostate gland are treated with female 
hormone, they develop signs of femininity. 

Medical scientists do not yet understand fully 
and clearly how the sex hormones produce their 
beneficial effects in a number of maladies of 
men and women. They believe that both kinds 
of hormones are present in every person, but 
in a different balance in man and woman. A 
change in this balance, probably, affects the 
activity of the pituitary gland, which controls 
many aspects of metabolism, the chemical proc- 
esses of life. |

BOOK has just been published revealing the beautiful 

and touching love story of General George A. Custer. 

It’s called “‘The Custer Story.’’* In it are the letters 

between him and his wife, published for the first time. 

Nowhere in American history is there such a strange love 
story as these letters open up to us. 

Custer was a hard-hearted general, driving his men 


till they dropped; he seemed to have no mercy on them. 


The thing was to win. 

He was far more considerate of ‘his horses than he was 
of his men. He was so fond of animals that he adopted 
and had for pets wolves, coyotes, beavers, raccoons, prairie 
dogs and even a buffalo calf. Sometimes he was called a 
“butcher,” so little regard did he have for the lives of the 
men entrusted to him. When one of his men was killed 
he said it was unfortunate. When one of his horses was 
killed he said it was tragic. 

But toward his wife he was completely’ tender. 

He was married 12 years and.during all that time was 
devoted to her. He never fluttered ‘an eyelash at any other 
woman. ‘ 

At this time there was a great deal of drinking in the 
army. She asked him to give it up. He did. 

Once at a ball in Washington, D. C., when he was out 
“in the field,’’ a brash officer kissed her and she wrote 
Custer about it. He was so enraged at the officer that he 
wanted to wipe his saber on him. 

He carried a writing desk with him and at night would 
light a candle and write a letter to his wife. The next 
morning he would be up early and at the enemy. Some- 
times, when he was writing, he could hear the groans of 
the wounded. But that did not matter; he wrote steadily 
on. “Libbie” (as he called her) must hear from him. 

The casual way Custer treated the great men of the 
day is astonishing. He paid very little attention to General 
Grant, he listened with only half an ear to what General 
Sherman said, he yes’d President Abraham Lincoln with 
his fingers crossed. But there was one man he was afraid 
of-—Libbie’s father, old Judge Bacon in Monroe, Mich. 
He was a kind judge, but becapse he was Libbie’s father 
Custer was as afraid of him as a rabbit of a bullsnake. 

When Custer went to the old judge to ask for his daugh- 
ter’s hand, he was as nervous as a schoolboy. Yet he was 
one of the most ferocious fighting men who ever buckled 
on a belt. 

He pined te go back to Monroe, Mich., to court Libbie 
and asked his commanding officer (General Pleasanton) 
for a furlough. The general told him he could go if he 
would first capture the great Confederate cavalry officer 

Gen. J. E. B. Stuart. So eager was Custer to go that he 
seriously considered it, but finally realized that Stuart 
cOuldn’t be taken that easily. At last he did get to go to 
see Libbie and happiness floated over him like a plume. 

He wrote her exultingly, “I am the youngest general 
in the Union Army. Are you proud of me?” 


IS wedding was to be the biggest and most fashionable 

ever seen in Monroe, Mich. So many presents arrived 
that Libbie’s parents were afraid of burglars and sat up all 
night to blow them to kingdom come. 

How extremely religious and modest the age was is 
shown by two of the presents she got. One was a Bible, 
the other a book entitled, ‘‘Whispers to a Bride.” 

He had long hair which she called “red-gold.” Once 
he had it cut: she.-had a wig made from it and wore it at 
camp theatricals. 

He had his mustache cut and sent it to her. She said 
it was one of her most valued treasures. 

Once the ecstatic girl wrote: “I would rather live in a 
tent with vou than in a palace with another.” 

One of the things that bothered:him was that she would 
not write him on Sunday. But he loved her so much that 
he would not ask her to go against her principles. 

It hardly seems possible that such a hard-driving gen- 
eral would have foolish names for her. But he had. When 
he wrote her he addressed her as “Dear Durl,” like a high 
school freshman writing to the class queen, Other names: 
“My Rosebud,” “My Sunbeam,” ‘Lovely Libbie.” 

‘She was a little more circumspect, addressing him as 
“My Dear Armstrong,” ““My own darling boy.” Armstrong 
was his middle name. She never called him George, his 
first name. In fact, none of the family ever called him 
George. Sometimes she called him, “My Boy General.” 
Sometimes she shortened it to “Bo.” 

Once he wrote her: ‘“‘Neither tongue nor pen can express 
the intensity of my love.’”’ This was true all through his 
married life. 

Meantime he was hard upon the heels of the Confed- 
erates. His energy seemed inexhaustible. At night, his men 
would fall over and so would his officers. But not Custer, 
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He would get out his writing-box and start his candle going. 
When an expected letter from her did not arrive, he was 
moody and took it out on his men. 

A touching incident happened in 1867 in Kansas when 
he was fighting the Indians. He wrote to his wife: 

“Come as soon as you can. I did not marry you to live 
in one house and me in another.” 

Later his wife was at Fort Riley and he was at Fort 
Wallace. He had his orders to stay in Fort Wallace and 
pursue his campaign. But he hadn't seen his wife for six 
weeks. She was 150 miles away and he yearned to see her. 
He trumped up an excuse to go to Fort Riley and, with the 
men under his command, rode for Fort Riley. He had 
written his wife that he had been “tempted to desert” in 
order to see her and this is, practically, what he did. 

He drove his men at such a fearful pace that 20 out of 
75 deserted. He ordered his officers to chase these men 
and shoot them down as deserters and to bring none in 
alive. “Three of the men wére shot. He even refused to let 
the wounded have medical attention. 

Finally he got to see his wife. Later she wrote: “The 
door opened and there stood before me my blithe and 
buoyant husband. The memory will be mine for eternity.” 

The commander of the fort took a less romantic view 
of the matter and arrested him. Later he was tried and 
found guilty on seven counts. He was sentenced to be 
suspended for a year and his pay to be forfeited. Even 
General Grant approved of the findings of the court. 

It. was bitter for Custer, but he had been able to see 
his wife. That was the important thing. Later he made 
light of the trial and the sentence imposed on him, but 
at the time it was a disgrace. 

He was reinstated, so great a general was he. His love 
for his wonderful Libbie continued and his writing con- 
tinued. So many letters poured from his tireless pen that 
they amounted, in effect, to a diary. Once he wrote: “To- 
day is our wedding anniversary. I am sorry we cannot 
spend it together, but I shall celebrate it in my heart.’ 

Now and then, if his impassioned letters, he mentioned 
something that was deep in his heart: That they had no 
children. 

Evenings, when the other officers played. poker, he 
wrote to Libbie. Once he wrote 42 pages. When she re- 
ceived it she wrote back: “Your magnificent letter sent 
me into the seventh heaven of bliss.” ? 


HUS the months and years went along. Then came a very 

black year. The Indians were kicking up. Custer had 
made a name for himself as an Indian fighter and he was 
sent to the far West to tame them. But this.time he didn’t 
know the kind of warrior he was to go up against, 

This wily ereature was Jumping Bull’s son— none 
other than Sitting Bull. | 

And canis a working with Sitting Bull was an 
even greater Indian warrior-—Crazy Horse. 

In May, 1876, Géneral Custer started out in earnest to 
put an end to the Sioux foolishness. On the morning he 
left, Libbie r6éde with him on a horse at the head of the 
troops, his long hair shining in the sun. She had to 
turn back, finally, to Fort Abraham Lineoln which was 
near what is now Bismarck, N. D., and there she was to 
wait until the news of victory came. Her “Boy General” 
would soon take care of Sitting Bull. 

Deeper and deeper into the Indian country pushed 
General Custer. It was dangerous at night to have a light, 
but in one tent was a light. 

June 22, 1876, his letter begins: 

‘My Darling-—I have but a few moments to write as 
we start at 12."" Then came the letter——the. last he was 
ever to write; in four days he was dead. 

He kept pressing ahead; more and more Indian signs. 
The scouts brought back terrifying word about the num- 
ber of Indians, but Custer didn’t believe them. He and 
his 7th Cavalry Regiment would polish them off. 

Indian guides began to desert, so alarmed were they 
by the great masses of Indians they sensed lying in wait. 
But he still pressed on, He made a mistake, an exceedingly 
bad one, indeed. But he had been remarkably successful 
until now when he was pitted against two Indian leaders 
who were as great warriors as he was. 

He had 225 men. He mounted a little hill with them. 
It was all over in one furious hour. Nobody knows exactly 
when he died. He had two wounds, but he still had his 
long hair. No Indian had claimed his scalp. The 
only creature to survive was a horse; it had been so 
badly wounded that the Indians thought it was dying. 

General Custer’s body was brought back from the Val- 
ley of the Little Bighorn and buried at West Point, and 
there it lies today. He was not yet 37 years old. 
~ His widow lived 57 years after he died: so great was 
her love for her ‘‘Boy General’ that she spent all of these 
(except the last two when she was in failing health) 
writing and lecturing about him. She died in 1933 and 
lies beside him, 

This and a great deal more of the tragic, yet beautiful 
love story is revealed in the book,

E wore a battered hat and a shirt without 
tH a necktie. When he spoke, he talked in 

the rasping dialect of New York’s Lower 
East Side. As he strode through the lobby of 
the Condado Beach Hotel in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, startled guests turned to look at him. 

To those who knew him, however, there was 
nothing peculiar in the appearance or behavior 
of raucous, gravel-voiced Ed ‘‘Archie” Gardner. 
He was playing the same part he had made 
famous on the radio show, “Duffy’s Tavern.”’ 

His presence in Puerto Rico, moreover, 
proved that beneath his bruised fedora there 
rested a nimble business brain. 

Ed Gardner had not moved to America’s 
island possession simply to enjoy the mild Carib- 
bean climate. 

By settling in Puerto Rico, he could, perhaps, 
take advantage of a special provision in U. S. 
income tax laws that might save him many 
dollars in the years ahead. 

Under section 251 of the Internal Revenue 
Code, qualified persons doing business in certain 
American possessions are excused from paving 
federal taxes an profits derived from such en- 
terprises. Puerto Rico, one of the designated 
areas, has further stipulated that a_ specific 
group of industries bringing new business to 
the island will not have to pay any insular taxes 
either until 1959. 

Gardner, aware of these provisions, decided 
to take his ‘“‘Duffy’s Tavern’ show to the Carib- 
bean country and produce it there. As the indi- 
vidual programs were staged, wire recordings 
of them would be made and flown back to the 
United States to be broadcast. 

The Puerto Rican government, however, 
ruled that production of a radio show would not 
in itself constitute new. business for: the com- 
munity. But this edict did not thwart the re- 
sourceful ‘‘Archie.”’ 

He countered by proposing a plan he had 
had in mind for some time. He would welcome 
the opportunity, he said, to bring movie produc- 
tion to the island, as well as the radio show. 
Toward this plan Puerto Rican officials took 
a much more favorable view. 

If Gardner would agree to post a $250,000 
bond and promise to complete at least one pic- 
ture worth that amount within 12 months, they 
said, he would be exempt from all insular taxa-

tion until 1959. “Archie” quickly acquiesced. 

Accompanied by a crew of actors, script 
writers and technicians, he set to work pro- 
« ducing “Duffy’s Tavern.” For a time, everything 
moved along smoothly. Then, shortly before the 
first show was to be recorded, word was received 
that a hurricane was moving toward San Juan. 
Engaged in all the frantic last-minute details 
of production, Gardner and his assistants paid 
little attention to the news. 

As they entered the studio for final re- 
hearsals, however, they suddenly discovered that 
the musicians who had been hired to furnish 
the musical background for the program had 
fled in fear of their lives. The first:Puerto Rican 
recording of “Duffy’s Tavern,” it appeared, 
would never be anything more than an idea. 

Luckily, the storm altered its course and by- 
passed San Juan. The musicians returned to 
.their jobs, and the show was recorded on time. 

Experiences such as this, of course, did very 
little to soothe the normally volatile tempera- 
ment of “Archie.”’ But despite the obstacles he 
encountered, he could console himself with the 
knowledge that he had devised perhaps the best 
method yet thought of by any big-time Ameri- 
can entertainer for keeping most of the money 
he earned. 

Barring some future adverse ruling by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue on the question of 
his federal taxes, Gardner could loek forward 
to a decade in which a major portion of the 
fruits of his labors would not be gathered in by 
tax collectors. 

Successful as the plan appeared destined to 
prove, it was by no means the first scheme con- 
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ceived by a top-flight star for circumventing the

amounting to $500,000. They then signed con- 
tracts with CBS to continue playing their cus- 
tomary roles on the program at their regular 
salaries. They were forced to pay the usual high 
tax rates on that income, but by selling their 
show outright, they pocketed $1,500,000 in cap- 
ital gains. 

Bob Hope and Bing Crosby, finding that as 
individuals they .could keep but a very small 
fraction of their enormous annual earnings, set 
up corporations to handle their various interests. 
These companies then became the big money 
makers and were, at the same time, subject 
only to the relatively low corporate tax rate. 

Though Hope and Crosby still had to pay the 
customary high levies on any dividends or 
salaries they earned from their corporations, 
they nonetheless saved considerable money 
| yearly and also built up an equity for their heirs. 
onsen Not all entertainers, however, have been so 
fortunate.

Agents’ fees and other ex- 
penses took another $9,000. Then, to the shocked 
surprise of Dramatist Coward, the U. S. Bureau 
of Internal Revenue presented a bill for $36,000. 

The net result: Coward was out of pocket 
$7,000.

EON VOLTERRA had always been accus- 
| tomed to winning. It was a way of life for 
him, from the time he sold flowers on a 
Paris street corner until he was a famous impre- 
sario—the Ziegfeld of France, they called him. 
His theatres, cabarets and all his other 
amusement places were winners from the time 
he opened their gilded doors to the public. 
He was a star-maker with a rare genius 
. for recognizing greatness. The winners he 
picked were legion. He handed Maurice Cheva- 
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lier a straw hat and made him a sensation over- 
night. He draped a 100-pound costume crusted 
with gems on the shapely Mistinguette and she 
became the darling of Paris. 

It was the same when he took up racing. 
His success was phenomenal. His horses won 
regularly and in time he gave up everything 
to follow the sport. 

But it was here——in this greatest of all gam- 
bles—-that the little Frenchman's amazing luck 
eventually ran out. 

The man who couldn't lose at anything could 
not win the English Derby in his own colors. 
It was the prize he wanted above all else and 
he never, as long as he lived, gave up trying 
for it. 

Three times he almost made it. 

From his earliest youth, Leon Volterra loved 
horse racing and race horses. Selling his flow- 
ers outside the Theater Cigale and later as 
program seller and then co-manager of the 
Olympia Theater, his buMming ambition was to 
have his own stable. 

In 1914, he introduced smart revues at the 
Olympia. Always a gambler, he put every sou 
he could raise into these productions. 

They were popular with servicemen on leave 
and profits ran high. 

In 1917, he again risked everything in a new 
venture. He bought the Casino de Paris and 
transformed it from a bankrupt cafe into a glit- 
tering music hall. 

Naturally, it was another winner. Volterra’s 
profits were prodigious. 

Then, in 1919, came the realization of a life- 
long aim. He owned a race horse.

Suddenly, the bidding stopped and Leon Vol- 
terra had a horse. He was flabbergasted. ““What 
will I do with it,” he wailed. “Where will i 
keep it—in the aisles of my theatre?” 

Trainer Michel Pantall had the answer. 
“Leave him to me,” he said, “ill train him.” 

Roi Belge was a so-so steeplechaser with a 
mediocre record, but after he had won his new 
owner a small purse, he was entered in the 
French Grand National. 

Trainer Pantall said it was crazy to enter 
such a horse in that race. Roi Belge didn’t have 
a chance. But Pantall hadn’t reckoned with the 
Volterra magic. 

Roi Belge went off at 39 to 1 and was trail- 
ing the field, almost out of sight, when the lead- 
ers took.the wrong turn at River No. 8 By 
the time they were back on the right track, Roi 
Belge was breezing home. 

Volterra continued his winning ways. He 
bought other horses and became a familiar fig- 
ure in the winner’s circle. 

He owned and directed the Theatre de Paris 
and other playhouses. He opened nightclubs. 
He produced aquashows in the Lido and operated 
Luna Park (the Coney Island of Paris.) 

As the years passed, horse racing took up 
more and still more of his time. In 1933 he 
bought the famous racing stable of Capt. Jef- 

ferson Davis Cohn. 


Racing was now his 
principal occupation and 
his dream of winning the 
Epsom Derby had already 
taken shape. In 19534 he 
entered his Admiral 
Drake in the Grand Prix 
de Paris. On the after- 
noon of the race he was 
still without a jockey when he ran into the great 
Steve Donoghue in the paddock. 

Donoghue was there as a spectater, but 
Volterra persuaded him to ride his horse — and 
Donoghue won the race in borrowed bféeches. 

But the English Derby always eluded Vol- 
terra-—-and he wanted to win it in his own 
colors. He liquidated his entire amusement 
empire to follow his dream. 

In 1938, Bois Roussel won the race— but 
Volterra had sold the colt a few weeks before. 

In 1948, My Love won. But he had sold a 
half interest to the Aga Khan and My Love 
ran in the Aga’s green and chocolate colors 
instead of Volterra’s cerise and white. 

Then came the year 1949 and his greatest 
chance. But he was 61 and his health broke 
shortly before the race. His beautiful third 
wife, Suzy, had left for England for the Derby, 
but was suddenly called back when he took a 
turn for the worse. 

Volterra’s horses, Amour Drake and Val 
Drake, were favorites in the large field — and 
this time Volterra had spurned all offers for 
an interest in them. 

While his wife and friends listened to the 
radio account of the Derby in his Paris apart- 
ment, Volterra lapsed into unconsciousness. He 
opened his eyes briefly and they told him Amour 
Drake had won. 

He died soon afterwards, forever unaware 
that his horse had failed by less than a head in 
a desperate, driving run for the prize he had 
sought for so long. 

At his funeral, Jockey William Raphael John- 
stone, racing's famous Crocodile, dropped a 
cerise and white blouse on the coffin. It was 
the one he wore in Volterra’s last Derby.

HEN lovely Louise Owen, the belle of 
W Dover, Del., married Henry Clay Beat- 
tie, Jr., socially prominent member of 
an old and aristocratic Virginia family, their 
friends toasted them in vintage champagne and 
wished them a long and happy union. A year 
later, on May 31, 1911, their first blessing, 
Henry Clay Beattie, III, a boy, arrived at their 
Richmond home. Then disaster struck. 

On the night of Tuesday, July 18, Henry 
took his young wife for a ride in his new tour- 
ing car, an adventuresome vehicle for the era. 
At the time, it was intensely hot in Richmond 
and Louise was staying at the country place of 
her uncle, Thomas Owen, in Chesterfield County, 
a few miles outside town. 

Henry called for his wife at 9 o’clock. After 
the two drove off, the girl’s uncle sat talking 
on the veranda with Dr. Wilbur Mercer, the 
family physician, who lived close by. 

At 11, the car careened into the yard, stopped 
abruptly, and Henry leaped out. “Louise!” he 
exclaimed, “she’s been shot!” Owen and Dr. 
Mercer ran forward. They saw that Henry, 
disheveled, had a bruised and swollen nose, and 
that Louise lay slumped in the front seat of 
the car. Dr. Mercer examined her and found 
an ugly wound, of deep penetration, in her tem- 
ple. Sorrowfully, he pronounced her dead. 

Meanwhile, Beattie, who appeared stunned, 
blurted out a broken story of a highway en- 
counter with a gigantic, bearded rutffian. 

Thomas Owen rushed to the telephone and 
called the authorities. 

Dr. J. G. Loving, county coroner, and two 

deputy sheriffs rode up on sweating horses 
within the next half hour. Beattie, now calmer, 
was able to talk more lucidly. 
' “Louise and I drove out the Midlothian Pike 
to Warwick Road,” he related. “On our way 
back, about five miles from here, I saw a man 
ahead of us walking .in the middle of the high- 
way. I blew the horn, but he wouldn't budge. 
I slammed on the brakes to avoid hitting him. 
He cursed, lurched over to the front fender, and 
growled: ‘Are you trying to run me down?’ 

“He was carrying a single-barrel shotgun, 
and seemed drunk, so I threw the car in gear. 
As we started, he raised the gun and fired. 
He missed me, but hit Louise. I stopped, jumped 
out, and we grappled. He swung at me with 
the gun, but I grabbed it from him, although 
the stock hit me on the nose. He ran off into 
the woods. I got in the car, threw the gun in 
the back, and then raced Louise home.”’ 

Beattie regretted he could give no more 
comprehensive description of the assailant than 
that he was bearded and extremely tall. The 
officers went to the car to retrieve the gun, 
but it was not in the tonneau. With a look of 
surprise, Beattie suggested that during his wild 
ride back it must have jolted from the car, a 
doorless model.

By dawn, every available officer 
in the county was engaged in a hunt 
for the killer, and news of the tragedy 
had spread to a far larger area-—even 
to the Governor’s Mansion. Gov. William 
Mann, whose secretary was Ben Owen, 
another of Louise’s uncles, alerted all police 
in the state, and placed Luther Scherer in 
charge of the case. Chief investigator for 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad, Scherer en- 
joyed the well-deserved reputation of being the 
most brilliant detective in Virginia. 


HE railroad man proved valuable as so6én as 

he reached the scene of the crime, accom- 
panied by Detective Captains T. J. MacMahon 
and Alex Wright, of the Richmond police. An 
obvious initial procedure, all agreed, was the 
employment of bloodhounds, but the nearest 
pack was at. the state prison farm, many miles 
distant. Scherer arranged immediately for a 
special locomotive and caboose to transport the 
animals. 

While awaiting the bloodhounds, forces un- 
der MacMahon and Wright began a search for 
the missing gun along both sides of the high- 
way. Scherer, however, remained at the murder 
scene—a portion of the pike Known as Jackson's 
Fence—and inspected it carefully. The precise 
spot was marked by a dark-stained, circular 
area, about two feet in diameter, where a great 
quantity of Louise Beattie’s blood had spilled 
upon the sandy road. 

Then Scherer set off to talk with near-by 
residents. None had seen a bearded giant in 
the vicinity, but Roland Sydnor, a dairyman, 
who lived a mile from Jackson’s Fence, told the 
detective an interesting story. 

“I passed that spot last night,”’ the dairyman

said, “and saw a touring car standing in the 


road. The driver seemed to be working on a 
tire. No, there was no woman in the car.” 
Scherer was puzzled until Sydnor went on to 
Say that the incident had occurred at eight 
o'clock. This, the detective realized, was nearly 
three hours before the murder, and he attributed it 
to the co-incidental presence of another motorist. 
Scherer returned to Jackson’s Fence to find 
that the bloodhounds had arrived. The animals 
“cast the area, but, disappointingly, picked 
up no trails. Their keeper pointed out that 
their effectiveness would be greater if they 
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rould sniff some object belonging to the hunted. 

Opportunely, Captain MacMahon appeared 
bearing a loaded 12-gauge shotgun shell, con- 
taining No. 6 shot, which he had found in the 
brush a stone’s throw from Jackson’s Fence. 
The dogs scented it, but their only reaction was 
to wear a path between the bloodspot on the 
road and a near-by tree stump. 

Later, at about noon, Captain Wright showed 
up carrying a single-barrel shotgun, which his 
party had come upon a mile down the highway 
toward the Owen home, lying in low grass 20 
feet from the road shoulder. Its chamber con- 
tained a spent shell, its muzzle smelled strongly 
of cordite, and the grip was bloodstained. The 
stock, partially split, had been repaired with 
brass screws. 


GCHERER and the two Richmond officers drove 
at once to the Owen house. Henry Beattie 
was still there, and when shown the weapon, 
declared: “I’m pretty sure that’s it. You found 
it on the road? Then I was right. It did jostle 
out of the car.” 

The railroad detective made no comment, 


“but took the opportunity to inspect the car. 


The leather-covered, front bucket seats, he no- 


‘ticed, were only sparsely stippled with blood- 


stains, and the floorboards had escaped this dis- 
coloration almost entirely. 

Scherer then parted with his fellow inves- 
tigators. While Wright and MacMahon returned 
io Richmond to undertake a canvass of pawn- 
shops and hardware stores in an effort to trace 
the origin of the shotgun, the railroad detective 
went to the county seat to see Coroner Loving. 

The doctor was ready with a report on the 
precise nature of Louise Beattie’s wound. “She 
was killed by a blast of No. 6 shot,” he an- 
nounced, ‘‘and from its pattern of diffusion, I'd 
say at a distance of from 25 to 30 feet. At that

Scherer drove on to his Richmond office. 
After supper he put through a call to the chief 
of detectives at Norfolk, asking for whatever 
information could be obtained on Beulah Bin- 
ford, with special reference to any young man 
from Richmond who might have been consort- 
ing with her recently. 

But at 11 the next morning, Thursday, July 
20, Wright and MacMahon sat across the desk 
from Scherer with newly acquired information 
which gave the detective pause. They had 
traced the gun to a Sixth Street pawnshop, 
where the proprietor, who remembered the 
brass screws on the weapon, declared it had 
been bought from him the previous Friday.

Scherer saw reason, too, yet reason of 2 
darker kind:. Motive for murder. If Louise had 
had an opportunity to go through with the 
divorce action, about which she'd apparentiv 
kept her own counsel, then Henry's relations 
with Beulah would have been exposed to tiie 
world, and, more important, to his father. lie 
would have lost his reputation, his father’s 
money, and, without the latter—if the detective 
were any judge of womankind—Beulah as wel}. 
Apparently he had been willing to “lose’’ Louise 
to save the rest. 

But there was still the matter of the pur- 
chaser of the gun. Scherer tried a shot in the 
dark. “‘Who’s your curly-haired friend with the 
twitch in his eye?" he demanded of Beulah. 

“Twitch—-twitch in his eye?” the girl re- 
plied, with a blank look. “Oh, you mean Paul 
Beattie, Henry’s cousin. What about him?” 

The detective dismissed the subject and left. 
From the nearest telephone, he routed Wright 
and MacMahon from their beds, and asked them 
to meet him at once at the home of Paul Beattie, 
whose address was in the directory. 


FEW minutes later the three investigators 

were facing a nervous, quavering Aes man 
who fitted precisely the pawnbroker’s description 
of the gun buyer. Nor did Paul Beattie,“when 
charged with it, deny he’d made the purchase. 
“But it wasn’t for me,” he spluttered, “Henry 
asked me to get him the gun, and I did, I 
bought him a couple of No. 6 shells, too, from 
a hardware store.” 

Paul paused and looked around wildly. “But 
I had nothing to do with killing Louise,” he 
insisted. ‘“‘Henry wouldn't tell me why he wanted

range there were no powder burns, of course.” 

Scherer headed his car for Richmond but, 
as he drove along, changed his mind and set a 
course back to Jackson’s Fence. When he ar- 
rived, he interested himself in the tree stump, 
one of the boundaries of the curious beat paced 
by the bloodhounds after the discovery of the 
shotgun shell. 

Back of, and at the foot of the stump, em- 
bedded in the soft, yielding leaf-mold, the de- 
tective found the arched impression of the butt 
of a gun, which had been placed there in an 
upright position. 

Troubled, Scherer sat in his car for a long 
10 minutes. The results of the day’s work, he 
realized, when stacked against Beattie’s account 
of the murder, raised disturbing discrepancies. 


To begin with, if the bearded killer had taken > 


off into the woods, why had the hounds behaved 
so negatively? 

Again, if, as Beattie claimed, he had wrested 
the gun from the giant and placed it in the car 
before going to his wife’s assistance, why was 
the gun bloodstained? And how could it have 
jostled from the car and landed as far as 20 
feet from the highway? 

Furthermore, the coroner’s statement that 
‘he distance between gun and victim measured 
25 to 30 feet was at sharp variance with Beat- 
tie’s assertion that the shot had been fired from 
near the front fender, no more than six feet 
from Louise. 

It wasn’t easy to reconcile the comparative 
amounts of blood on the car seat and floor as 
opposed to that on the road. Had Louise been 
shot while sitting in the car, the proportions 
would have been reversed, if, indeed, any blood 
at all had leaked through or spurted out. 

One explanation accommodated all these dis- 
crepancies: That Beattie had killed his wife. 
If this were so, then the story of Sydnor, the 
dairyman, made sense. It meant that the young 
husband had planted the gun behind the tree 
stump before picking up his wife, and then, 
three hours later, shot her as she stood in the 
road near the car. 

Afterward, he disposed of an extra shell by 
throwing it in the brush, and the shotgun, by 
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He described the purchaser as a stranger 
—a curly-haired, florid-faced young man, with 
a pronounced tic in his left eye. This descrip- 
tion, Scherer saw, did not fit Beattie at all. 
Was his theory, then, completely wrong? 


Early in the afternoon, Scherer was still 


pondering this problem when his phone rang. 
Norfolk was calling, with a report on Beulah 
Binford. She had something of a reputation 
in that city, the detective was told, and her last 
residence there was an establishment ‘‘where no- 
body asked questions about men visitors.’’ But 
she had left Norfolk in April, and hed asked 
that her mail be forwarded to Richmond. 

Scherer hastened to the address he was 
given, an apartment house on West [ranklin 
St., near Monroe Park. Here he determined 
that, though Beulah Binford occupied a small 
flat, she was not at home. Nor did she appear 
that afternoon, or evening. 


HEN she finally arrived, at dawn the next 

day, Scherer was waiting for her. The fresh- 
ness of her youth belied the fact she had been 
out all night. Her golden hair glistened, and 
her brown eyes shone brightly above a pert 
nose and full, red lips. Seated in her apartment, 
she told the detective frankly about her relations 
with Beattie. 

“We met four years ago,” she began, “and 
I guess he fell pretty hard for me. Wzented to 
send me to a finishing school and all that— 
make a lady of me. We would have gotten mar- 
ried, except for his father.” 

In the fall of 1908, she continued, she found 
she was going to bear Beattie a child. Needing 
money, he went to his father, who supplied it 
—en condition that he never see Beulah again. 
The child was born the following spring, but 
lived only a year. ‘And in all that time,” the 
girl went on, “while Henry was getting engaged 
and getting married, he didn’t come near me. 
Then, last March, I ran into him in Norfolk and 
it all started up again.”’ 

In April, said Beulah, Henry had her come 
to Richmond, and set her up in the apartment, 
But two weeks ago, he told her that Louise 
had gotten wind of the affair and was going 


happen I'd never have bought it.” 

Paul Beattie’s statement, Scherer and his 
associates felt, rounded out the case against 
Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., who was arrested that 
very day, Friday, April 21. Exactly four months 
later he went on trial for his life before Judge 
Walter Watson, in Chesterfield County Court. 

The proceedings lasted for more than two 
weeks, and each day brought forth testimony 
which was emblazoned on front pages throughout 
the nation. But the most dramatic, and certainly 
the most damning witness against the defendant, 
was his cousin. 

From the stand, Paul Beattie expanded on 
his earlier story to the detectives, and swore: 
“Two days after Louise died, Henry came to 
me and said ‘I wish to God I hadn't done it. I 
wouldn’t have done this thing for a million 
dollars.’ I told him he would get me into a lot 
of trouble. He asked me to stick by him. Then 
he said to me: ‘I want to get a message to Beulah 
Binford, but I dare not go to her house. You 
go there and tell aer that if she tells anyone 
anything about this, I'll kill her if it takes me 
a hundred years.’ ”’ 

After a night of deliberation, the jury 
brought in its verdict: “Guilty of murder in the 
first degree.”’ On Sept. 8, Beattie was sentenced 
to death, and on Nov. 24, 1911, he was electro- 
cuted at the Virginia State Penitentiary. 

As for Beulah, the impact which the tragedy 
had on her may be judged, in part, by her an- 
swer to a newspaperman’s question before the 
trial: “Am I going to stick to Henry? Stick to 
him about what? I’ve got to look out for my- 
self.”” On the same occasion, she elaborated on 
her true feelings toward Beattie. “I like Henry,” 
she said, “but there are four or five I like just 
as Well, and one or two I like more.” 

After the execution, Beulah took advantage 
of the publicity she’d received by posing for 
stereopticon views and cavorting for a brief 
fling on the vaudeville stage. But these palmy 
days were short lived, and she soon dropped 
into obscurity.

Little Town of Bethlehem

T Christmas the 

thoughts of all turn to 
Bethlehem, where Christ 
was born over nineteen 
hundred years ago. 

Bethlehem has _ always 
been a small place. Back 
in the 8th century B. C. 
the prophet Micah wrote 
(5:2) (I translate from 
the Hebrew): “Thou Beth- 
lehem Ephratah, though 
thou art little to be num- 
bered among the thou- 
sands of Judah, out of thee 
shall come the one who is 
to rule Israel.’’ Bethle- 
hem was so small that it 
was not worth counting 
among the “thousands,” 
that is the smallest popu- 
lation unit. 

,eth-lehem 
“house (or place) of 
bread.”’ Some scholars 
think that before the com- 
ing of the Jewish people 
into Palestine from Egypt 
(14th or 15th century 
B. C.) it was called Beth- 
Lahamu or “house of La- 
hamu,” a pagan god. 

At the time of Christ, 
it probably had 1,000 in- 
habitants. Because it lay 
six miles south of Jerusa- 
lem on the caravan high- 
way to Egypt, it boasted 
an inn which dated back 
to Chamaan, one of 
David’s friends, about 
1000 B. C., 

It was called Bethlehem 
of Judah to distinguish it 
from another town called 
Bethlehem seven miles 
northwest of Nazareth, in 
Galilee. 

‘At Bethlehem, we are 
told in Genesis (35:17,18) 
Rachel in death gave birth 
(1800 B. C.) to Ben-oni 
“Son of my sorrow.” To 
avoid the implied = evil 
omen, he was re-named by 
his father Judah Ben-ja- 
min, “son of my right 
hand.” Rachel's tomb is 
one mile north of Bethle- 
hem, and Jeremiah (31:15) 
pictures her weeping over

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Fringed Chain 


Tt chain is a fancy version of the standard paper 
kindergarten chain. 

Cut seven strips each of red and green crepe paper 
14%, inches wide and 7% inches long. Cut narrow 
fringe along the sides of the strips about '% inch in to- 
ward the center. This can be done quickly if you fold 
each strip over and cut through two thicknesses at once. 
Next cut 14 strips of white passe partout (gummed 
tape) 34 inches wide and seven inches long and scallop 
the sides slightly as shown. Stick a small red star in 
the center of each scallop. Fasten this white strip along 
the center of each fringed crepe paper strip. Bring each 
strip around and paste in place to form a chain of alter- 
nating red and green links. 


Twisted Chaia 


Cut a strip of white 

crepe paper and a strip 
of red crepe paper 2 inches 
wide and three feet long. 
Fold each strip. down the 
center. Starting at one 
end of the chain, anchor 
the two ends securely by 
folding the red strip over 
the white one, and 
repeating two or 
three times to form 
a square. Hold ends 
in place with a few 
Stitches, and at the 
same time, sew a 
green bow to the , 
square. The bow is 
made with a number 
of loops and a little silver 
ball is strung through one 
of them. 

Start winding the two 
strips around each other 
so that the edge of one 
strip is perpendicular to 
the flat side of the adjoin- 
ing strip. This makes the 
chain round and full in- 
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stead of flat. - When you 
get to the end, fasten the 
strips in the same way you 
did at the beginning and 
decorate with a green bow 
and silver ball.
